The report throughout empha- 
sized the mutual interest of city 
and county in sewerage problems, 
pointing out that adjacent county 
areas are discharging an increas- 
ing amount of storm water and 
sewage into the city’s system. 
This is the result of the county’s 
population expansion, which 
means greater surface runoff 
from roofs and streets in addi- 
tion to sewage from homes, it 
was explained. 

Sanitary Sewers Needed. 

Urgently needed sanitary trunk 
sewers, totaling $11,343,000, were 
listed as follows: Gravois creek, 
which flows south and east into 
the River des Peres near its con- 
fluence with the Mississippi, $2,- 
610,000; Maline-Coldwater creek, 
in northern St. Louis county, 
$4,823,000; River des Peres tribu- 
taries, between Gravois and Deer 
creeks, $112,000, and north and 
west of University City, $298,000, 
and River des Peres foul water 
relief sewer in St. Louis, 
$3,500,000. 

Storm water facilities in the 
urgent category: Harlem-Baden 
watershed in North St. Louis and 
adjacent county area, $13,500,000; 
Wellston district, combined storm 
and sanitary sewers, $2,000,000, 
and Deer creek branch of River 
des Peres, north and south of 
Manchester road in St. Louis

DECCA INCREASING

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‘Miserably Failed’ in Duty 
of . Stockpiling Com- 
modity, Report of John- 
son Subcommittee 
Charges.

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—The 
‘Mation faces a_ critical wool 
shortage because the Munitions 
'Board “has clearly and miserably 
failed its responsibility” in stock- 
piling this important commodity, 
the Senate armed services pre- 
paredness subcommittee asserted 
in report today. 

The subcommittee, 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, is chairman, is 
comparable to the old Truman 
War = Investigating Committee 
that functioned so effectively in 


the last war. 

Typically hard-hitting, the re- 
port on agricultural commodities 
and the mobilization program out 
today placed the blame for fail- 
ure to stockpile wool squarely on 
the shoulders of defense officials. 
Confronted with the prospect of a 
long winter campaign in Korea, 
and the maintenance of a three 
million-man armed force, the 
subcommittee said, the United 
States ironically has “no wool in 
stockpile, no wool in inventory, 
and less than enough wool in 
prospect through our domestic 
production.” 4, 

Center of Attack. 

Its attack, as noted, was cen- 
tered on the Munitions Board, an 
agency of the defense establish- 
ment which also bore the brunt 
of the committee’s criticism in a 
preceding interim report on mo- 
bilization progress. The board is

responsible for the stockpiling of 
critical materials. 

The subcommittee took care to 
note that everything it critiziced 
took place before J. D. Small took 
over as chairman of the munitions 
board Nov. 16. Small was pre- 
ceded by Hubert E. Howard who 
resigned Sept. 18. 

“While the Munitions Board 
was obviously doing plenty of 
‘woolgathering,’” the subcom- 
mittee said sarcastically, “none of 
it was for a stockpile. Its short- 
sightedness will cost the taxpayers 
a minimum of many millions of 
dollars, and might well result in 
inadequately clad troops if rapid 
mobilization becomes necessary.” 

The subject of clothing for 
troops in the front lines in Korea 
hit the headlines several weeks 
ago when correspondents reported 
that many American soldiers were 
shivering in summer garments. 
Top defense officials explained, 
however, that this was due to sup- 
ply difficulties rather than poor 
planning, and subsequently ample 
heavy clothes were supplied all 
troops. 

The committee did not go into 
the hubbub over that temporary 
situation, but it did hit directly 
at Pentagon brass for failing to 
be as “alert” as officials of the 
Department of Agriculture on the 
importance of agricultural pro- 
ducts in preparedness planning. 

“Officials in the Department of 
Agriculture have on several ocea- 
sions—most notably in connection 
with wool supplies — displayed 
considerably more vision and 
more concern for the national 
security than some defense offi- 
cials. particularly those connected 
with the Munitions Board,” one 
acid passage of the report read. 

Johnson, in a separate statement 


on the report, also pulled no pun- 


ches. 
“No Real Excuse.” 

“There is no real excuse,” he 
said, “for the wool shortage we 
are now facing. The Munitions 
Board was established to protect 
us against just such situations. If 
they did not have the funds to 
secure the wool we should have, 
the board should have fought for 
those funds and made an aggres- 
sive effort to fulfill the board’s 
responsibility.” 

The words that followed were 
the stiffest directed by any com- 
mittee chairman toward the Pen- 
tagon in the current crisis. “Ob- 
viously,” said Senator Johnson, 
“we are badly in need of more

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Marshall 


pointed up the gravity of the’ 


world crisis today by saying 
President Truman “is seriously 
considering” the declaration of a 
national emergency. 

Marshall told reporters this as 
he stepped from a three-hour con- 
ference with Senators considering 
President Truman’s request for 
nearly 18 billion dollars’ to 
strengthen the nation’s fighting 
forces. 

A member of the White House 
staff said that no new announce- 
ments were contemplated there 
over the weekend. 

Several of the Senators, who 
had listened to grim reports from 
Marshall and the Army, Navy and 
Air Force leaders, wanted to go 
beyond declaring a national emer- 
gency to at least a start on “all- 
out mobilization.” 

Senator Expects Mobilization Soon 

Senator Elmer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, who has directed Sen- 
ate action on most of the multi- 
billion dollar military money bills 
for 10 years, said he expected 


“an all-out mobilization shortly.” 

“There is some talk of general 
mobilization, but the President as 
a first step should declare a na- 
tional emergency,” Thomas told 
reporters after the Appropriations 
Committee session. 

‘“‘We don’t have a 50-50 chance 
of winning a war with Russia now 
under our present programs,” he 
continued. “We must declare a 
nationai emergency to attain full 
defense production.” 

Senator McClellan (Dem:), Ar- 
kansas, said he had urged the 
emergency declaration because of 
the Korean war situation and 
possible threat that fighting will 
spread. 

Most Senators said the chief 
value of a Presidential declara- 
tion of emergency now would be 
to put the American public on 
full notice. 

Effect of Emergency Order. 

It would be used to galvanize 
the country into a greater de- 
fense effort, and to clarify some 
government powers to deal with 
the grave situation. 

Emergency or not, civilians and 
industry already are subject to 
drastic new powers Congress gave 
to President Truman to use any 
time—wage-price controls for in- 
stance. 

Legal authoritfes said that a 
limited emergency proclaimed by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1939 and 
an unlimited one he declared in 
1941 are still legally in effect. 
President Truman already has; 
therefore, some of the powers he 


could use under a new proclama- 
tion. 

An official recalled that Con- 
gress in 1947 terminated a large 
number of laws that had been 
brought into operation by the 
emergency proclamations of 1939 
and 1941. If any of these laws 
are to be used again, he said, 
they will have _to be re-enacted. 
If Truman proclaims an emer- 
gency, he may ask Congress to 
reinstate some of them. 

Postwar Legislation. 

The same authority explained 
also that, in some legislation 
since World War II, Congress pro- 
vided emergency powers good 
only in a new emergency. 

This informant said the De- 
fense Department’s powers to 
speed up purchases of munitions 
depend partly on such grant of 
power. The department now

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 
9—Communist China told Sir 
Benegal Rau of India today it 
was considering an appeal for a 
halt of Communist forces in Korea 
at the Thirty-eighth parallel, and 
that it was ‘‘desirous of bringing 
the fighting to an end as early as 
possible.” 

But Russia’s Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky announced in the United 
Nations 60-nation Political Com- 
mittee that the terms for ending 
the war are the same as those 
previously rejected by the U.N. 
—withdrawal of all foreign forces 
from Korea. By foreign forces 
Vishinsky apparently meant U.N. 
troops and not the Chinese Reds. 

Russia Won’t Be Bound. 

Vishinskey served notice that 
Russia will not be bound by 
United Nations decisions directed 
at ordering Red China to end its 
attack in Korea. 

Rau, India’s top U.N. delegate, 
told reporters Gen. Wu Hsiu- 
chuan, the Red Chinese represent- 
ative hefe, assured him at a con- 
ference today the Peiping Gov- 
ernment “is giving careful con- 
sideration” to the. peace appeal 
by 13 Asiatic and Middle East 
nations. 

Reports te Representatives. 

Rau talked with the 13-nation 
representatives immediately after 
he arrived at Lake Success ftom 
his hour-long Manhattan confer- 
ence with Gen. Wu. He then is- 
sued a brief statement to report- 
ers: 

“The 13 sponsoring delegations 
met again this afternoon. They 
reviewed the situation in the light 
of further information available 
and decided to continue their ef- 
forts. I saw Gen. Wu this morn- 
ing. -He has indicated his gov- 
ernment is giving careful con- 
sideration to the appeal which 
we made and is desirous of 
bringing the fighting to an end 
as early as possible.” 

Rau evaded questions about 
possible terms, but to one query 
he replied: “Hopeful is too strong 
a word—I have not abandoned 
hope.” He _ said the _ eastern 


countries had discussed possible. 


U.N. action — India has been 
thinking in terms of a cease-fire 
and buffer zone—but had not yet 
come to any decision. 

U.N. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie also conferred with Wu later 
in the day at Wu’s hotel head- 
quarters. Wu had informed Lie 
yesterday that he would like to 
talk with him. Lie announced 
after his call that he and Wu 
talked for more than an hour on 
“general matters and practical 
questions.” He refused to say 
anything further about their talks 
and said no further meeting was 
scheduled. 

The Chinese Commynist atti- 
tude as reported by Rau was re- 
ceived with considerable skepti- 
cism, although no official com- 
ment, in American U. N. quarters. 

Earlier today, the Peiping radio 
quoted the North Korean ambas- 
sador, Lu Chu Yon, in the Chinese 
Communist capital as declaring 


q that Chinese “volunteers,” togeth- 


er with the North Koreans, in- 
tended to occupy all of Korea. 
Some observers here interpreted 
the broadcast as a more realistic 
measure of Chinese intentions 
than the statements attributed to 


Wu. 
Assembly Action Sought. 

A United States spokesman said 
the United States delegation will 
continue to press for early pas- 
sage by the General Assembly of 
the six-nation resolution calling 
on the Chinese to withdraw from 
Korea. 

‘ Assembly action will not be tak- 
en until Monday at the earliest.

Allies Have No Force in 
Prospect That Could 
Defeat Red Chinese, 


Reporter Says.

SEOUL, Sunday, Dec. 10 (AP)— 


The war in Korea appears to have 
been militarily decided. 

The United Nations has no milir 
tary force here or in prospect 
that seems able to achieve victory 
against a Chinese Red army offici- 
ally estimated at more _ than 
1,000,000 _men. 

The U. N. goal was to repel 
the North Korean Reds who in- 
vaded the South June 25 and to 
create a free, independent, demo- 
cratic and united Korea. The 
"North Koreans were repelled, but 
with the Chinese Red interven- 
tion, the U. N. final goal looks 
like a lost cause. 

There remains the possibility 
that some diplomatic formula may 
be found by the U.N. or by the 
big powers to end the fighting, 
but there is mt much optimism 
on this score in the Korean battle 
lines. And the fact remains that 
the first U.N. army to go into 
combat has been decisively de- 
feated by the army of a single 
giant nation whose ruling govern- 
ment is outside the U.N. fold. 

To this observer it appears 
that the entire U.N. “police ac- 
tion” in Korea will be over or 
almost over by Jan. 1. There 
are just too many robbers for 
the cops. 

The annoumted intention of the 
Chinese—clearly and repeatedly 
stated in their radio broadcasts 
and propaganda leaflets—is to 
throw the American Eighth Army 
and Tenth Corps entirely out of 
Korea. The Chinese appear per- 
fectly able to do just that. 

The superior firepower of the 
small United Nations forces in 
terms of air, tank and artillery 
support, is outweighed by the 
5-to-1 advantage the enemy has 


in foot troops. 

In this mountainous terrain, 
victory goes to the side which can 
mass the most men with guns in 
their hands. It is a war that may 
be decided chiefly by small-arms 
fire, machine guns and mortars— 
the weapons that men can carry 
into action themselves.

Gemini is in the east 
about half-way up in the sky, but

travels around the sun in the op- 
posite direction from that taken 
by the earth.

Northeast front, Korea, Sunday, 
Dec. 10 (UP)—Some of the Ma- 
rines who fought their way out of 
the Communist trap south of the 
Chosin reservoir were reported to- 
day to have reached Hungnam, on 
the northeast Korean coast. 


TOKYO, Sunday, Dec. 10 (UP) 
—A battered column of 20,000 
American marines and infantry- 
men trapped by Chinese Commu- 
nists in northeast Korea linked 
up in force today with a relief 
column from the south and began 
a final 35-mile drive to the sea. 
The link-up took place six 
miles south of Koto as a vast 
naval force stood by in the har- 


bor of Hungnam, ready for a pos- 
sible evacuation of the troops. 
The northbound rescue task 
force of the United States Third 
Division, spearheaded by approx- 
imately 1000 marines and army 
engineers, linKed up with the 
south bound First Marine and 
Seventh Infantry divisions along 
a Communist-infested mountain 
road about 26 miles northwest of 
Hamhung. 

Head Toward Friendly Area. 

Vehicles of the _ previously 
trapped troops immediately be- 
gan streaming downhill over the 
main road through a steep gorge 
leading to the Hamhung plains 
and friendly territory. 

But the Chinese Communists 
were reported to be moving new 
concentrations in along both 
sides of the houte, indicating the 
Americans probably faced bitter 
resistance. Air observers report- 
ed enemy troops were moving 
both north and south, apparently 
feplacing units blasted by air at- 
tacks with fresh troops. 

Earlier, patrols of the two 
American forces linked up on the 
high snow-covered ridges border- 
ing the gorge. 

Marines and infantrymen blast- 
ed entrenched Chinese in the 
area with air and artillery at- 
tacks. They laid bridges that had 
been dropped by air to give ve- 
hicles a clear passage. 

Blown-up Span Replaced. 

At one crucial point, an air- 
dropped bridge was set up to re- 
place a blown-up span in front of 
a power plant and across a 
chasm, 

The United States Third Di- 
vision task force from the south 
was spearheaded by the first bat- 
talion of the First Marine Reg- 
iment and about one company of 
army engineers. Heading south- 
ward to meet this force was all 
the rest of the First Marine di- 
vision and elements of the Sev- 
enth Infantry Division, making a 
total of some 20,000 men. 

The Chinese were reported of- 


fering only scattered resistance to 


the Marine advance toward the 
sea, although they were said to be 
building up forces south of Koto. 
The Marines were reported to 
have spent a quiet night in the 
Koto area. 

Says Seoul Will Be Defended. 
In northwest Korea a tight se- 
curity blackout veiled further 
withdrawals of the United Nations 
forces below Pyongyang. A high 
American official said Seoul 
would be defended, although an 
Eighth Army spokesman said to- 
day that the Eighth Army had 
made “no commitment” on 
whether that would be the case. 
In the air, enemy planes rose 
to challenge American fighters 
and four running dogfights were 
reported. Each time the enemy

| quired.

courage and more initiative in 


presen-ly producing only about 
one-fourth of the wool it con- 
sumes annually. Our current pro- 
duction is about 230,000,000 
pounds, grease basis, annually, 
while our consumption is about 
800,000,000 pounds annually. 


“Clearly this means we must 
depend largely upon foreign wool 
for our domestic needs. Foreign 
wool is not ours merely for the 
asking; we have to buy it on the 
open market, and, needless to say, 
other nations—including nations 
behind the iron curtain—are bid- 
ding for the available supply.” 


Obviously, whatever is done 
now to remedy the situation will 
be “tragically late,” the report 
said, “and we only hope there is 
time to do enough.” The Muni- 
tions Board, it continued, dis- 


played a questionable “sense of 
the realities” when it excluded 
from stockpiling a commodity 
such as wool which is of primary 
and immediate importance in 
equipping an armed force for the 
field. It all adds up to “an in- 
credible and disheartening” story, 
concluded the committee.

Whoever you are, you can ex- 
pect your dollar to lose value rap- 
idly, even with the most rigid 
controls—about 10 per cent a 
year, according to one informed | 
guess. At the same time, the 
chances are that you soon will be | 
paying taxes higher than during | 
™ /the last war, in whatever income 
bracket you maybe. In short, 
you can expect a considerable 
lowering of your standard of liv- 
ing. 

The Government decisions 
which justify this set of predic- 
tions may be listed briefly. In 
the first place, the 2,800,000-man 
limit for the armed services estab- 
lished so recently by President 
Truman has been discarded. No 
new limit has been set. This will 
depend on what training cadres 
can be salvaged from the tragic 
wreckage in Korea; on the rate 
of production of new arms and 
equipment, and on the manpower 
needs of industry. Certainly, the 
new figure will be much higher 
than any yet contemplated. 

The limit of 40 billion dollars 
or thereabouts for military ex- 
penditures which Secretary of De- 
fense George Marshall and Dep- 
uty Secretary Robert Lovett were 
trying to establish before disaster 
struck, has also, of course, been 
abandoned. A good guess is that 
the annual rate will soon be 
pushed up to between 60 and 70 
billions. At the same _ time, 
planned expenditures for strength- 
ening our allies have been quad- 
rupled, to from 20 to 24 billions. 
This means an annual budget 
edging up rapidly toward a stag- 
gering 100 billions, to be imposed 
on an economy already bursting 
at the seams. Yet dollars have 
ceased to be the true yardstick. 
The ociy true measure of the na- 
tiona! mcbilization which is now 
in prospect is how quickly this 
country and its allies can ex- 
change strength for weakness. If 
the job is to be done, and if the 
national economy is not to burst 
once and for all, something pretty 
close to an economic dictatorship 
is required. | 

Plans for scrapping the pres- 
ent cumbrous, tentative mobiliza- 
tion machinery and creating a 
new organization — a_ sort of 
streamlined War Production 
Board, with great authority over 
the whole economy—already have 
been drawn up within the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board. 
These plans await only the ap- 
proval of Truman. 

Survival at Stake. 
Powerful pressure groups and 
advocates of business- as- usual 
will no doubt try to soften the 
hard program outlined above. 
Yet, as every passing day makes 
it more clear that national sur- 
vival is at stake, it becomes more 
unlikely that they will succeed. 
In short, about the best we can 
look forward to, for the indefi- 
nite future, is a full war econo- 
my. This means a standard of 
living which, although still less 
than spartan, will -be decidedly 
lower than that to which Amer- 
jicans are accustomed. 

This is the price we shall have 
to pay for the years of incredible 
self-delusion, which will certain- 
ly puzzle future historians, when

Civil Rights in St. Louis 


| How Freedom 


Post-Dispatch Survey Shows 
Speech and Assembly Are 
Free, but Negroes Are Not 
Accorded Full Rights.

NE of the great illusions about de- 

mocracy is the belief that it is easy 

to be free. It is not easy. In some 
respects, being enslaved and letting a 
political boss or a ‘‘fuehrer’’ take care 
of all the headaches of government 1s 
much less difficult. 

Freedom calls for a willingness to be both- 
ered, a readiness to shoulder civic burdens 
that could be left to slick politicians of the 
Hague, Crump and Pendergast stripe. It 
requires the courage to stand up and fight 
for what is right—not only in Korea but right 
here at home. Above all, it demands unceas- 
ing vigilance for preservation of civil 
liberties. 

Civil liberties in the United States are 
rooted in the Bill of Rights, one of the most 
inspiring documents in the history of man- 
kind. The Americans who overthrew English 
rule were fed up with state domination and 
determined that their new government should

permit the individual to conduct his affairs | 42% 


with a minimum of interference. The safe- 


guards in the original Constitution were not | 7, 


explicit enough to satisfy them, so they 
adopted 10 amendments as a Bill of Rights. 
These guaranties of freedom of speech, free- 
dom of the press, the right of assembly, the 
right to a fair trial, freedom of religion and 
other basic rights have been incorporated in 
state constitutions and bolstered by other 
laws. 

How weil does the Bill of Rights work in 
St. Louis? What do constitutional guaran- 
ties mean on the level of everyday life? 
Civil ! liberties are compelling considera- 
tions in the rarefied atmosphere of the 
United States Supreme Court, but how 
much weight do they carry in the police 
station at South Twelfth and Clark? 

With the annual celebration of Bill of 
Rights day coming next Friday, this is an 
appropriate time to ask such questions and 
take stock of civil liberties. 

In his book, “Inside U.S.A.,” John Gunther 
says St. Louis “has a quality rare in America: 
tolerance. It is a great town for civil liber- 
ties.” The city is proud of its reputation as 
a center of liberal thought, a community in 
which the intellectual climate is conducive to 
active support for the principles of 
democracy. 

This reputation is due in part to rare in- 
dividuals whose leadership has made a lasting 
impression on the community—figures like 
Carl Schurz, Luther Ely Smith, Bishop Wil- 
liam Scarlett. 


Civil Liberties Committee 
Is ‘Community Watchman’ Here. 


It is due in part to organizations like the 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Committee, whose 
200 members include lawyers, doctors, teach- 
ers, ministers, business men and housewives, 
all contributing their efforts to protect civil 
rights. At a time when the nation is being 
whipped into a witch-hunting frenzy to com- 
bat the threat of subversive activities and 
anyone who opposes this hysteria runs the 
risk of being .smeared as a Communist or 
fellow-traveler, members of this group have 
refused to be intimidated. 

The St. Louis committee, which is affili- 
ated with the American Civil Liberties Union, 
helped win the restrictive covenant case in 
which the United States Supreme Court ruled 
that a bar on the sale of real estate to Ne- 
groes cannot be enforced in the courts. It 
supports the movement to end segregation in 
the public schools of Missouri, handles many 
cases involving the rights of defendants, and 
generally acts as a civil liberty watchman in 
the community. 

Another reason for the city’s standing is 
the fact that St. Louis has newspapers which 
do not hesitate to speak out when civil rights 
are involved. The realization that a relentless 
spotlight may be turned on at any time has 
a healthy effect on police and public offi- 
cials. St. Louis police have been particularly 
sensitive to headlines since Edward Melendes, 
a’ waiter arrested on a larceny charge in

ward with evidence it had gathered; then 
came a welter of investigations and re-investi- 
gations. Although no one ever was convicted 
of killing Melendes, the newspapers have not 


forgotten the case, and are not likely to let 


the police forget it. 

Freedom of speech and the right of as- 
sembly have been maintained in St. Louis, 
although some have argued that civil liber- 
ties should he denied to those who would 
like to destroy democracy. Gerald L. K. 
Smith, who later moved his Christian Nation- 


alist headquarters here from Detroit, pre-| 
cipitated a furious controversy when he ar- | 


ranged to hold a mass meeting at the munici- 
pal auditorium. But his right to speak was 
upheld and police, overruled in their effort 
to bar the meeting, were assigned to protect 
the rabble-rouser and his followers. It is not 
easy to let a blatherskite preach bigotry— 
here again it is difficult to be free—but the 
advantages of unlimited discussion and unim- 
paired civil liberty far outweigh the disad- 
vantages. 

The part played by the Communist party 
in the Smith controversy was illuminating. 
When the Communists, were permitted to 
hold a May day rally at the auditorium, 
they took this as their right. But two weeks 
later, when the question of letting Smith 
speak there came up, the Communists 
yelled bloody murder and wanted him 
barred. It seems that free speech is fine 
when the party boys are doing the talking, 
but when anti-Communists seek the floor, 
that is another matter. 

St. Louis is free from the censorship of 
plays, motion pictures and books which has 


a 


made Boston, Memphis and other cities 
ridiculous. It does not insult its school teach- 
ers by questioning their loyalty through re- 
quirement of a special oath—an oath that 
would mean nothing to anyone who actually 
was subversive. When the city comptroller re- 
cently proposed a loyalty check of municipal 
employes, Mayor Joseph M. Darst squelched 
the move, voicing his confidence in the ability 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to 
handle the security problem. City employes 
thus were spared the threat of an inquisition 
like that which bordered on a reign of terror 
at the Army Fifance Center here. 

In a purge of civilian workers at the cen- 
ter, the Army summarily fired employes who 
contended they were the victims of poisonous 
gossip, unfounded rumors and half-baked al- 
legations. One woman, dismissed on the 
basis of a report that she had attended Com- 
munist-sponsored meetings, insisted that 
there was only one organization she ever had 
anything to do with: the Y.W.C.A. An execu- 
tive received an outstanding citizenship award 
from the Veterans of Foreign Wars one week, 
and was fired by the Army the next week. A 
woman who went around denouncing co- 
workers was herself fired, then reinstated. 
Significantly, when a House subcommittee 
asked her to come to Washington and present 
her evidence of subversive activities, she de- 
clined to testify. 

The United States District Court here 
stood firm against the disloyalty hysteria 
in the case of Mrs. William Sentner, a for- 
mer member of the Communist party. The 
Federal Government, which already had 
started proceedings to deport her as an un- 
desirable alien, took her from her children 
and locked her up under the McCarran 
Act, which says the Attorney General may 
keep such aliens in jail as long as six 
months. Judge Rubey M. Hulen ordered 
her release on a writ of habeas corpus, 
noting “the absence of even an insinuation 
that the petitioner’s freedom might jeop- 
ardize the security of this country.” 

Both federal law and the Missouri Consti- 
tution guarantee the right of workers to 
organize and bargain collectively. But the 
right not to join a union is important, too. 
After efforts to organize Miss Hulling’s Cafe- 
terias had failed, rocks were hurled thtough 
front plate glass windows of the eating place 
at 1103 Locust street and a bomb was set off 
at a rear door. Decent union members are 
ashamed of such tactics, which give organized 
labor a black eye. Nor is the cause of de- 
mocracy advanced by procedures in such 
unions as Local 562 of the AFL Steamfitters,

OMMUNIST propagandists rarely 

fail to take advantage of any opening 

which their opponents may happen to 
give them. One such opening is the In- 
ternal Security Act of 1950, particularly 
its immigration provisions. 

Presumably, the McCarran law was in- 
intended as a defensive weapon against to- 
talitarianism. But in Austria, as in Germany 
and Italy, the Communists have “captured” 
this weapon and they are gleefully using it 
against the United States. In their hands 
the McCarran law has become a vehicle for 
distorted and exaggerated facts about Amer- 
ica. 

Here in Austria the Communists had a 
particularly wonderful time when scores of 
alien would-be visitors to the United States, 
among them famous musicians, wound up 
on Ellis Island. Ellis Island was referred 
to as a concentration camp and cartoons 
depicted the Statue of Liberty as a square- 
jawed cop clutching a bunch of jailer’s keys 
in one hand and holding aloft a truncheon 
in the other. 


When Friedrich Gulda, dear to the hearts 
of Vienna's music lovers, returned to Austria 
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-—From the Post-Dispatch, Feb. 4, 1948. 


where ex-convict boss Lawrence Callanan 
uses steamroller tactics to “put the lug’ on 
members for political campaign assessments. 

A vigorous public defender bureau, organ- 
ized to provide legal defense for poor per- 
sons charged for the first time with a felony, 
is one of the city’s assets.

Law Limiting Time in Jail 
Thwarted by St. Louis Police. 


One of the safeguards of civil liberty is the 
Missouri law that says no person may be held 
in jail longer than 20 hours unless charged 
with a criminal offense. Unfortunately, this 
does not work too well. Police have a stand- 
ard procedure for getting around the law. 
The prisoner who has been held 20 hours is 
given back his valuables and required to sign 
a receipt; then detectives follow him out of 
the police station and “rearrest” him on the 
front steps after he has enjoyed a few sec- 
onds of “liberty.” 

Sometimes the police go to even greater 
lengths to prevent release of a suspect. After 
the prisoner has been momentarily freed and 
rearrested, he is whisked away to a cell at 
one of the 11 outlying district stations. When 
a friend arrives at headquarters with bail, he 
is told only that the prisoner already has 
been released. Let him find the incarcerated 
person if he can. 

Police argue that this trickery is legal, but 
there can be no question that it violates the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the law. This sort 
of thing promotes hatred of police, contempt 
for law, loss of faith in democracy. 


The Bill of Rights of the State Constitution 
affirms that “all persons have a natural right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
and the enjoyment of the gains of their own 
industry; that all persons are created equal 
and are entitled to equal rights and oppor- 
tunity under the law; that to give security to 
these things is the principal office of the gov- 
ernment, and that when government does not 
confer this security it fails in its chief 
design.” 

Some St. Louis employers disregard these 
precepts. A survey of employment practices 
made after the end of World War II shows 
that discrimination based on race and religion 
is widespread here and is more or less taken 
for granted by the community. Jews, Negroes

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from a concert engagement in New York 
(via Ellis Island) the Communist press inter- 
viewed him on his experiences. So did the 
_ hon-Communist papers. The fact that Aus- 
tria’s most promising pianist had been de- 
tained on Ellis Island because he had, at the 
age of 10, joined the Hitlerjugend, made a 
story which nobody could pass up. 

The non-Communist press handled the 
story with considerable restraint. The polit- 
ically neutral “Neues Oesterreich,” for ex- 
ample, simply reported that “Gulda slept in 
the same room with 60 other detainees” and 
that “as a special visitor he was given a bar 
of soap and a clean towel every day.” The 
pro-American “Die Presse” ran a gentle car- 
toon captioned “Concert on Ellis Island” 
which showed an assortment of celebrated 
musicians collectively performing in the con- 
fines of the island. 


The Communist press, though, went to 
town on the story. It should be noted, in- 
cidentally, that whereas the Communist party 
in Austria has the support of barely 5 per 
cent of the electorate, its press is widely 
read, partly because coffee houses make all 
the daily newspapers available, free of charge, 
to their customers, and partly because the 
Communist papers have shown themselves to 
be well informed at times, as well as enter- 
tainingly quick on the uptake. Here is the 


Two Years Ago 
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National Security Council 
Held in 1948 That a Mass 
Invasion From the North 
Could Capture Peninsula.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 


OLICY-MAKERS here foresaw the 
P probability of an American-United 
Nations defeat in Korea if the Chi- 
nese or the Soviets intervened on a mas- 
sive scale in the conflict there, a study of 


policy revealed here this week. 

So great, indeed, did the likelihood of such 
a defeat seem that the National Security 
Council “wrote off’ Korea militarily in 
1948. The Council decided then, that is, that 
American troops would not be used to defend 
the republic of South Korea if it should be 
attacked. 

The decision to commit this country’s 
armed forces in Korea this past summer was, 
accordingly, a reversal of policy, the record 
discloses. 

Washington did not, in reversing its 
previous policy, lose sight of the possibility 
that the Chinese or Soviets might intervene 
on a massive scale. Policy-makers cal- 
culated that the odds were against such 
action, however. And they decided that 
there were valid and compelling reasons 
for accepting these odds—whatever they 
might be. 

It has yet to be proven, furthermore, that 
it was a mistake to take this calculated risk, 
officials here assert. These men are no polly- 
annas. They make no attempt to minimize 
the gravity of the situation in Korea or the 
dangers which threaten elsewhere as_ well. 
They point out, however, that grave risks 
were involved in any course of action which 
the United States might have adopted last 
summer—and in inaction as well. 

They also point out that it is not the first 
battle in a conflict which is decisive, but 
the last. It was not the campagin in Poland 
in September 1939—nor the campaign in 
France in May and June of 1940, or the 
campaign in Bataan in December of 1941— 
which was decisive in World War II, but 
the campaign in Germany in the spring of 
1945. 

These men are also quick to resent any 
suggestion that the American decision to 
intervene in Korea was taken lightly or irre- 
sponsibly or with peculiarly “American rash- 
ness.” Some 53 nations, the overwhelming 
majority of U.N. members, after the soberest 
kind of soul-searching, applauded ‘and sup- 
ported the American initiative, and are still 
committed to doing so, officials note. 

The Korean conflict is, moreover, teaching 
lessons which if they can be acted upon in 
time, will compensate at least partly for the 
bitter reverses which the U.N. forces are now 
suffering, officials argue. These lessons in- 
clude, on the one hand, revelations of world 
Communism’s capabilities and intentions and, 
on the other hand, discoveries of elements 
of weakness (as well as elements of strength) 
in American weapons, tactics and strategy— 
including American over-confidence and 
American garrulity. 


Free Nations’ Growing Strength 
Is a Good Result of Korean War. 


This country is increasing its own arma- 
ments. Its partners of the North Atlantic 
treaty are also strengthening themselves, with 
American help. The whole Western World 
is trying to draw more closely together poli- 
tically, militarily and economically, and is 
making appreciable progress in these en- 
deavors in Europe, although the outlook. is 
less promising in the Far East. 

The increase in the strength of the free 
nations, as the result of these and other 
developments, is considerably greater than 
the losses which have been or are liable to 
be incurred in Korea, officials here believe. 

Having noted these compensatory elements 
in the grim world situation, however, it is 
also relevant to note that one of the rrincipal 
reasons why Washington originally “wrote 
off” Korea militarily was that policy-makers 
feared precisely the sort of defeat which has 
now occurred. 

Korea probably could not be defended 
against a massive onslaught from the 
North, the National Security Council de- 
cided and even if it could be held, was not 
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Communist “Volksstimme’s” version of the 


press interview with Gulda: 

“Gulda was discovered in 1947 in a musical 
contest in Prague and perhaps this fact has 
more to do with the treatment he got in the 
United States than he realizes. ... Although 
he had a properly issued visa he was de- 
tained; one must have been a Wehrmacht 


general in order to enter. the United States 


without hindrance. 


“*‘As a prominent traveler I was ques- 
tioned on the first day (of detention) and re- 
leased on the third day,’ Gulda said. And 
the others? ‘The others stay there from three 
to five months. I heard of one case, that of 
a German girl, Ellen Knauf, married to an 
American, who has been held on Ellis Island 
two years.’ ... If he had been a Spanish or 
Argentine Fascist Gulda could have entered 
the country without difficulty. The law 
doesn’t apply to these ‘democrats.’ 

“Guida plans te visit the United States 
again next year, if he can get in. From 
the concentration camp on Ellis Island, 
Gulda could see the Statue of Liberty. She 
liad her back to him.” 

One may object that much of this is pure 
Communist propaganda, a distortion of facts 
blended with nonserse, and that no sensible 
person is likely to go over to the Commu-

the cost and effort which would be re- 
quired. 

America’s limited military power was 
spread too thin among too many places, it 
was agreed. Jt must be consolidated in a 
smaller number of the most important and 
most easily defended theaters—of which 
Korea was not one. 

American forces then stationed in Korea 
should, accordingly, be withdrawn, the Na- 
tional Security Council decided. There was 
no thought of sending troops back in. 

The United States should help Seoul po- 
litically and economically. It should provide 
military advice and materiel. But it should 
not use its own armed forces to defend South 
Korea, the National Security Council agreed. 

With no wish to search for scapegoats or 
assess blame, the story of the 1948 decision 
is presented herewith as a relevant part of 
the tragedy now unfolding in Korea: 

Any American troops which might be sta- 
tioned in Korea would “suffer Bataan” if “‘an 
overwhelming forc@’ invaded the peninsula 
from the North, a General who had served 
more than two years in Seoul told the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee 18 months ago to- 
day. For this and other reasons, the United 
States should withdraw the units then oc- 
cupying South Korea, the General said. 

He was supported in this view by other 
high-ranking officers of the armed forces, 
including spokesmen of the joint chiefs of 
staff, and by George F. Kennan, then coun- 
selor of the State Department, who also tes- 
tified before the contmittee. 

Maj. Gen. C. G. Helmick, former Deputy 
Military Governor of South Korea, was the 
officer who painted the somber picture of 
what would happen if the Soviets or any 
other “overwhelming force” “came down 
from the North,” 

“If we could draw our troops out of Korea, 
is there anything that would stop the Rus- 
sians from taking over South Korea if they 
decided to do so?” Gen. Helmick was asked 
by Representative Robert B.- Chiperfield 
(Rep.), Illinois, at a committee hearing on 
June 9, 1949. 

“If the Russians decided to do so, they 
could take over South Korea without any 
great difficulty, sir,” Gen. Helmick replied. 
“They are right there with large armies. 
Any troops that we have there would suffer 
another Bataan.” 

Gen. Helmick reiterated this view later in 
reply to a question put to him by Representa- 
tive Frances P. Bolton (Rep.), Ohio: 

“What I meant was a military force on a 
peninsula like that would be out of luck 
with an overwhelming force coming down 
from the North,” he said. 

Spokesmen of the joint chiefs of staff in- 
dorsed this view. They were: Brig. Gen. T. S. 
Timberman, chief of the operations group 
of the plans and operations division in the 
Office of the Chief of Staff of the Army; 
Brig. Gen. P. M. Hamilton, chief of the policy 
division in the directorate of plans and 
operations of the Air Force; and R. Adm. 
E. &. Wooldridge, assistant chief of naval 
operations. 

“I just want to ask one question,” Repre- 
sentative James P. Richards (Dem.), South 
Carolina, said to General Timberman: “Is it 
your position, General, taking into considera- 
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tion world conditions as they are, taking into 
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argument is that the aim of Communist 
propaganda isn’t always to win adherents to 
the Communist cause.

Then as the “comedy” went on, it 
ceased being funny. Italians, Germans and 
Austrians in particular, whom Americans like 
to think of as being with the West against 
the East, felt discriminated against, if not 
insulted. The exasperation was reflected in | 
the non-Communist press. In Austria, for | 
example, the right-wing “Salzburger Nach- 
richten” came out with a heated editorial 
entitled “The Scandal of Ellis Island.” 


AH this was, and is, great stuff as far as 
the Communists are concerned. For them 
the next best thing to winning Europeans 
over to Communism is to weaken people's 
faith in the United States and thus help 
along West Europe's isolatidnist move- 
ment, otherwise known as “neutralism” be- 
tween East and West. In this scheme, 
American alienation of aliens could be of 
some help.

“As I visualize it, there are three methods, 
broadly speaking, through which assistance 
can be given to a Government such as the 
South Korean one: Military, political—which 
would mean diplomatic approaches—and eco- 
nomic,” Gen. Hamilton told the committee at 
a later session. “It has unquestionably been 
decided long since by the joint chiefs of 
staff that’ there is nothing further that we 
should do militarily (except for providing 
advice and equipment).” 

Nor was there any difference on the ques- 
tion between top policy-making officials in 
the Pentagon and those in the State Depart- 
ment. 

“The question troubling the committee 1s 
whether or not United States troops should 
withdraw from Korea July 1,” Representa- 
tive Helen Gahagan Douglas (Dem.), Callie 
fornia, told Kennan. 

“I do not think, myself, that the reten- 
tion of American troops there will be what 
it takes to do the thing we want to have 
done in the next year in Korea,” Kennan 
replied, 

Much of the discussion in the committee 
hearings amounted to shadow-boxing. For the 
witnesses who testified for the State De- 
partment and the armed forces knew, al- 
though they apparently felt they could not 
say so publicly, that the National Security 
Council had decided more than six months 
before to write off Korea militarily. 

Washington had, accordingly, laid a resolue 
tion before the United Nations General As- 
sembly calling on both the occupying powers 
—the United States, and Soviets—to “with- 
draw their occupation forces from Korea as 
early as practicable,” and the resolution had 

‘been adopted Dec. 12, 1948. 

The last American tactical units sailed from 
Inchon June 29, 1949. 

The National Security Council’s 1948 
decision was one of the most carefully 
thought out of the entire post-war era and 
one of those on which there was the great- 
est degree of agreement between the State 
Department and the armed forces. — 

The story of how and why this decision 
was taken was told in hearings held by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. The hear- 
ings were called primarily to consider tes- 
timony on a Korean economic aid bill; but 
discussion ranged over all aspects of Korean 
policy. 


Political Infiltration 
Thought to Be Real Danger. 


The principal danger which then seemed 
to policy-makers to threaten South Korea 
was not an open assault by the North Koreans 
or the Chinese, but political infiltration and 
other attacks by means short of war by the 
Soviets. 

Some of the testimony of expert witnesses 
was in executive sessions, but was referred to 
in exchanges of questions and answers which 
appear in the record. Thus Representative 
Lawrence H. Smith (Rep.), Wisconsin, said 
during one discussion with Kennan: 

“I was glad to héar your response to Mrs. 
Bolton’s question (the response had been off 
the record) with reference to infiltration and 
the fact that the Russians are not anxious 
to maintain armies in Korea and Japan. Is it 
not a fact that their scheme is to infiltrate 
and maintain control of political institutions?” 
_“That is correct,” Kennan replied. 

Communist attacks on South Korea might 
also take the forms of subversion, sabotage, 
insurrection and guerrilla warfare, witnesses 
testified. 

The program of aid for Korea which the 
Administration and the armed forces advoe- 
cated was designed to help the infant Repub- 
lic defend itself against attacks of these 
kinds, not against an open, large-scale mill- 
tary assault. 

“I am wondering whether you believe that 
this program ‘is going to combat the Commue 


nist fifth column activities that we can anticl- 
pate in Korea,” Representative Bolton said at 
one point during the hearings. 

“My own attitude on that would be that we 
cannot guarantee it but that certainly without 
this aid they cannot do it,” Kennan answered, 

James E. Webb, Undersecretary of State, 
expressed much this same view in a formal 
statement he read to the committee. 

Both Secretary of State Dean Acheson and 
Senator Tom Connally (Dem.), Texas, chaire 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, had said publicly that the United 
States had “written off’’ Korea militarily. 

America’s “defensive perimeter runs along 
the Aleutians to Japan and then goes to the 
Ryukus to the Philippine islands” Acheson 
said in a speech before the National Press 
Club here Jan. 12. 

“So far as the military security of other 
areas in the Pacific is concerned, it must be 
clear that no person can guarantee these 
areas against military attack.” 

Pronouncements like this were virtual 
invitations to the Communists to seize 
Seuth Korea, one school of thought here 
argues. It is just barely possible that the 
.United States can learn a lesson in this 
regard, too. The lesson is that it is not 
always absolutely necessary to proclaim in 
advanee what you intend to do and not do, 
even if you think you can be certain about 
prey things—and you can’t always be cer-

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Confused by a Word 


The American people are hypnotized by a 
word. The word is “appeasement,” and it is 
getting in the way of clear thinking on the 
world crisis. 

Insofar as the term means conceding to an 
enemy strategic advantages which help him to 
attack you later on, the popular instinct against 
appeasement is thoroughly justified. But when 
appeasement is confused with negotiation of any 
sort, when the fear of it becomes a block against 
political settlements which would increase in- 
stead of diminishing our own strategic advan- 
tage, then we are letting jargon interfere with 
a realistic view of the national interest. 


That process seems to be rather well ad- 
vanced. It may have influenced the Truman- 
Attlee conferences in Washington. It tends to 
conceal the fact that one great danger of ap- 
peasement in the Far East is that the Admin- 
istration will conduct our policy in such a way 
as to appease the Knowlands and other Chiang- 
firsters whose counsel would expand the Korean 


war. 
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Senator Knowland, backed now by Senator 
Taft, wants to intensify aid to Chiang Kai-shek 
and even support guerrilla operations on the 
mainland. Washington dispatches suggest the 
Administration is thinking along just these lines. 
Proposals for some sort of “limited warfare” 
against Communist China are said to have been 
presented to the Attlee conferences, and dis- 
couraged by Attlee. 

The worst thing about this line of thought is 
that it seems to exclude the very possibility of 
a political settlement of Far Eastern issues. Yet 
a political settlement, if it can honorably be 
obtained, would greatly enhance American stra- 
tegic advantages by freeing our energies and 
resources for the crucial theater of the struggle, 
which is Europe. 

Many Americans feel that it is vital to our in- 
terest to keep Formosa out of Chinese Com- 
munist hands. It can also be argued that while 
Formosa is of critical importance in attacking 
or defending the China mainland, it is not of 
equal importance in attacking Japan and the 
island positions where American power is based. 
This must have been the reasoning behind the 
decision of the Joint Chiefs of Staff last Janu- 
ary that Formosa was not essential to American 
defense. 

Has the Chinese aggression in Korea changed 
this evaluation of Formosa? Perhaps it has. On 
the other hand, if a solution of the Formosa 
problem could contribute to a political settle- 
ment which ended Chinese aggression in Korea, 
which enabled the U.N. to set up an independent 
government, and which freed our hands for 
exerting our power where it can have greatest 
effect, that would be to our own strategic ad- 


vantage. 

There may be no possibility of such a settle- 
ment. The Chinese Communists and their Mos- 
cow tutors may be determined to demand the 
impossible. But it is worth trying. 


Also well worth trying are direct negotiations 
with the Kremlin, a road which the Western 
powers are about to explore again. In answer 
to Russia’s request for four-power talks on Ger- 
many, the West has decided to propose talks on 
a wide range of points of disagreement. There 
is no assurance that the Kremlin will agree to 
talk, and little hope that negotiations would be 
fruitful. Yet the door must always be kept open 
for diplomatic settlement. 

American leadership must never lose sight 
of the primary objectives and the crucial neces- 
sity of unifying the free. world. We cannot 
stand alone in Asia or anywhere else. Let us 
recognize that Mr. Attlee came to Washington 
because European confidence in our Asiatic 
leadership had been shaken. 

As the London Times said, misgivings arose 
from “the tendency of Washington to make 
pronouncements without consultation, leaving 
her allies little alternative but to agree,” and 
from the tendency to take decisions “based less 
on rightness of policy than to keep Republicans 
in a co-operative mood.” 

One hopes that the Truman-Attlee conferences 
have helped to restore confidence in our leader- 
ship. To maintain it, we must act calmly and 
rationally and with full agreement of our allies. 
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The Smiling Season

The more realistic, of course, don’t let things 
go with just a hope. They do what they can to 
further the process of wish fulfillment. Hence 
there is a great spate of courtesy on the part of 
children toward their parents. Women’s smiles 
are prettier than ever, and they linger longer 
on the lips. All services are performed with an 
extra flourish. 

It’s pretty wonderful, and a man can't be 
blamed for enjoying it—especially since he 
knows it will all evaporate in just two short 


weeks. 
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Missouri’s Housekeeping Expenses 


The housewife at the corner grocery is not the 
only one who has cause to bewail inflation these 
days. The State Government also faces mount- 
ing costs. This was demonstrated when the vari- 
ous Jefferson City departments asked for $642,- 
660,946 to cover their contemplated expenses in 
the next two years. 

Gov. Forrest Smith may shave the figures 
before he passes them on to the Legislature, and 
the lawmakers may trim them more. But it does 
look as though the actual appropriations might 
run around $100,000,000 more than they did in 
the last two fiscal years of Gov. Phil Donnelly’s 
administration. 

The major consolation for Missouri taxpayers 
is that $159.422,063 of the total is expected from 
the Federal Treasury. But Missourians will 
have to make their contributions to that amount 
when they pay their national taxes. 

The largest single item, as usual, is the re- 
quest of the Department of Public Health and 
Welfare. It asks $259,087,648 of which it hopes 
to get $133,750,463 from Washington. Much of 
this money will go for pension and relief pur- 
poses. These items have more than doubled in 
recent years. Yet it would misrepresert the 
facts to say that Missouri is lavish in caring for 
its needy. , 

At a time when federal demands on the tax- 
payers are growing by leaps and bounds it is 


more important than ever that the State Gov- 
ernment should exercise the utmost economy. 
Days of austerity are ahead, and the legislators 


should keep this constantly in mind after they | 


convene early in the year. Under existing cir- 
cumstances, higher appropriations for some de- 
partments are inevitable, yet every last bit of 
fat should be pared away. 

Of course, it would help if Washington really 
moved to check inflation. 
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Paper Is No Protection 


Civil defense in the St. Louis area “is still 
almost entirely in the paper stage,” Peter Wyden 
reports in a review of our pitiful efforts at self- 
protection. In the age of the A-bomb, paper is 
ho protection. 


It would be something, at least, if even the 
paper plans against air attacks were in order, 
but they are not. Mr. Wyden states that “pres- 
ent plans are not in reassuring shape.” There 
are no real plans for air raid alarms, medical 
care, shelters or evacuation. 


The only tangible progress, as we have said, 
was a study of a theoretical atomic attack by the 
307th Military Government Group. This reserve 
unit estimated that an A-attack on St. Louis 
would cause 50,000 casualties and make 50,000 
more homeless. 


About all the city has, in the way of civil 
defense, is Civil Defense Co-Ordinator Frank 
Sullivan (who after eight months still has no 
staff) and a bill now before the Aldermen to 
create a defense agency. 

The vague and tentative plans we do have lack 
co-ordination. St. Louis county officials are con- 
sidering an ordinance for a county defense 
agency, but the county and the city and the IIli- 
nois communities must prepare to work together 
for defense. An A-bomb explosion is not lim- 
ited by city boundaries. 

Undoubtedly the civil defense situation is bad 
across the nation. But New York and some 
other cities are spending money on it; at least. 
Missouri Civil Defense Director Ralph Ham- 
mond says Kansas City is progressing, but St. 
Louis is lagging badly. 

In St. Louis there is a frank disposition to 
wait on Washington—for federal guidance, fed- 
eral plans, federal equipment, federal money. 
Naturally there are limits to what this city can 
do in civil defense, but we think St. Louis must 
try to do what it can for itself. The city can 
afford to begin building defenses much more 
than it can afford to wait in such uneasy, dan- 
gerous times. 

Gov. Frank Lausche of Ohio stressed the need 
for action before the Council of State Govern- 
ments. He said the 48 states should quit arguing 
and prepare quickly to avoid panic and heavy 
casualties. Gov. Lausche said that local prep- 
aration could cut atomic casualties in half. 

Common sense requires the St. Louis area to 


‘ complete and to co-ordinate its plans and to pro- 


ceed from there. For if St. Louisans do not try 
to protect themselves, how can they expect 
Washington to provide protection? Civil de- 
fense begins as self-defense at the local level. 


Price Control Is Indivisible 


Ford and General Motors’ replies to Economic 
Stabilization Administrator Valentine, who asked 
them to rescind price advances on 1951 auto- 
mobiles, seem to us to Have been inevitable. 
Henry Ford II's detailed comment shows the 
basic fallacy in the Administration’s procrasti- 
nating policy toward price and wage controls. 
Why, indeed, should one automobile company, 
or the automobile industry for that matter, be 
singled out as the place to hold the line? 

C. E. Wilson, president of General Motors, 
scores a telling point when he reminds the 
Government it has just raised the prices of 
synthetic rubber 12 per cent on one grade and 
32 per cent on another, or much more than the 
5 per cent increase in automobile prices. 

In an economy as complex as that of the 
United States, what every producer can do de- 
pends to a large extent on what all other pro- 
ducers do. Price control is indivisible and wage 
control is inseparable from it. May the facts 
which these two automobile makers have cited 
in support of this line of reasoning help per- 
suade the Government to abandon futile exhor- 
tation and set up the necessary controls. 
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Russia’s War Potential 


If there were an absolute connection between 
a nation’s ability to support a war and the like- 
lihood that it will wage war, the Western pow- 
ers might be considerably less worried about 
Russia than they now are. Economically, the 
West is in a far stronger position than the 
Soviet Union. : 

This was again demonstrated by United Na- 
tions statistics, just released, which show the 
1949 per capita income of Russians to be $308. 
Actually, it may be considerably lower since the 
estimate is based on a prewar census. 

Either way, the figure is a significant one. 
It means that Russian productive capacity on 
a per capita basis is lower even than that of 
Western Germany. And it is, of course, far 
below that of the United States which, accord- 
ing to the same statisticians, enjoys a per 
capita income of $1453. Russia stands twenty- 
third among the 70 nations covered by the study. 
Great Britain with a per capita income of $773 
is far ahead; so is France with $482. In short, 
Russia’s industrial plant seems to be no larger 
than it was in 1938 when it had to maintain 
about 10,000,000 fewer Russians than at present. 

It is true that Russia’s total income is second 
only to that of the United States. The Russian 
figure of $59,500,000,000, however, is far below 
the American $216,800,000,000. And _ while 
Russia’s total exceeds that of Great Britain, for 
example, by about $20,000,000,000, Russia must 
maintain a population four times that of Britain. 

Clearly, the per capita figure is the better 
indicator of war potential. It shows the avail- 
able resources out of which the costs of war 
must be squeezed. It shows the top limit of an 
economy’s military possibilities. 

Here is one reason why the Kremlin is eager 
to make as much trouble as possible for the 
West without actually making major Russian 
commitments in men, materials and money. Here 
ought to be a constant reminder of the econom- 
ic odds the Russians would face in a war against 
the West. But for all their talk about Marxian 
economic determinism, there is no assurance 
that the Soviet planners will, under all circum- 
stances, be governed by economic facts. They 
may see offsetting strategic and political ad- 
vantages. Their ideology might blind them. 

Nevertheless, there is at least a measure of 
comfort in this new demonstration that, in addi- 
tion to the deterrent of a larger stockpile of 
atomic bombs, the West has such a marked 
economic advantage. It is not a guarantee against 
fire, but it would be a big help if fire should 
break out.

President Truman has reminded the 
world of the atom bomb in America’s war 
arsenal and stated the obvious fact that 
its use has been considered. 


Its use has been considered, of course, 
every time our top military strategists 
have sat down to examine the ways and 
means of meeting the grave military prob- 
lems which they face today and might be 
called upon to face in future days. 


However, they always have recognized in 
these considerations that the atomic bomb 
is not only a weapon of total war but also 
the weapon which, if used, would precipi- 
tate a total war. Thus it would be used 
at once if total war came, but cannot be 
used until all hope 
of avoiding total war 
has been abandoned. 


The basic military 
fact in today’s world 256. 
is that the atomic 
weapon in the Amer- 
ican arsenal is the 
counterpoise to the 
mass of the Soviet 
Army. It is, and for 
long has been, axio- *~ 
matic that the use of 
either one immedi- 
ately induces the use 
of the other. 


Thus, if the Soviet 
Army should march 
westward in Europe, 
the United States 
would retaliate, of 
course, with the bomb. But the converse 
also is presumed to be true, that if the 
United States uses the bomb anywhere, 
the Russians would retaliate by launching 
the Soviet Army upon a Western Europe 
which is not now able to defend itself. 


This last. assumption is the decisive rea- 
son why the bomb has not been used in 
Korea and probably will not be used 
against China unless or until Washington 
decides that the die has been cast for 
general and total war. 


Stalin's Bomb 
—Nov. 9, 1950. 


There is always the possibility that the 
Russians might stand on the sidelines do- 
ing nothing while the United States uses 
the bomb on China. This is, however, a 
possibility so narrow and so risky that the 
American military high command would 
not dare include it in its calculations. 


It would have to assume that use of the 


bomb would be followed by Russian use of 
the mass of the Soviet Army. 


Therefore the Joint Chiefs of Staff at 
the Pentagon never would request the au- 
thority to use the bomb until they first had 
accepted in their minds and calculations 
the Soviet descent upon Europe which 
would end the last faint hope of avoiding 
the most devilishly destructive war of all 
times. 

The question of using the bomb resolved 
itself easily when only Korea was in- 
volved. Without any doubt, one bomb 
placed in the main area of Chinese con- 
centration during the latest offensive could 
have slowed that offensive — possibly 
stopped it. But the presumed price would 
be the immediate occupation of Western 
Europe by the Soviet Army. 

When this price was weighed against the 
limited military gains possible in Korea, 
the decision had to be in the negative. 

The question resolves itself almost as 
easily when use of the bomb against China 
is considered. China could be injured by 
the bomb. Some of the great cities could 
be destroyed. It might be possible to 
force a withdrawal of Chinese troops from 
Korea—although this is questionable. 

But it is to be doubted strongly that 
such use of the bomb in China actually 
would bring the Chinese Government to 
its knees, or even secure withdrawal of 
the Chinese armies from Korea. When the 
possible military gains are measured 
against the probable price to be paid in 
Europe, the answer again comes out in 
the negative. 

The last question, of course, is whether 
the bomb should be used at once against 
the Soviet Union. That would be the ulti- 
mate form of pressure applicable to the 
source of the world’s disorders. 

Some day that may have to be done. 
But, again, there is the price to be paid— 
the occupation of Europe leading probably 
to the extinction of the homeland of West- 
ern civilization before liberation could be 
achieved. 

The basic calculation of top American 
military planners is that Europe is the 
strategic center of the world. Therefore, 
whenever they must choose between sacri- 
ficing an objective in Asia and sacrificing 
Europe, they elect to take the loss in 


@Asia. 


Today they would rather abandon Korea 
than take a step which could mean the 
loss of Europe.

The National party leader at 
the recent meeting, for example, 
stressed that Communists in local 
community and church groups 
should instigate “peace” move- 
ments within these organizations. 

A-Bomb Terror Desired. 

He instructed them to propa- 
gandize the horrors of atomic 
warfare by playing up the terror 
and damage that might result 
from the dropping of a reciprocal 
atomic bomb on the United States. 


Religious and _ peace-loving 
groups, he found, would be ideal 
places to inaugurate appeasement 
campaigns based on Communist 
terms. 

He directed ‘members to whip 
up movements to harass the 
United Nations, the Congress afd 
the national Administration with 
telegrams and resolutions urging 
the Western powers to negotiate a 
peace. 

At another meeting of top func- 
tionaries in the East the comrades 
were directed to blame Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur ffor’ the 
“shortcomings” of the war, and to 
urge, using any and every means, 
that he be withdrawn from com- 
mand. This line must be given 
priority, the top party leaders 
were told. because “MacArthur is 
undoubtedly the most competent 
man the United States could 
have.” The party leaders were | 
again ordered to have their mem- | 
bers send wires to the “atom-| 
maniacs” demanding the banning 
of the A-bomb. 

The “united front” concept is 
an old one in the Communist 
party. It was established at the 
Seventh World Congress of the 
Communist International in Mos- 
cow in July and August, 1935. 
Addresses by the late Georgi Di-| 
mitroff at that congress, laying | 
down the basic principles of the. 
front movement, form the text- 
book for its organization. They 
are assembled in book form under 
the title, “The United Front 
Against War and Fascism.” 


Would Unite “Proletariat.” 


Fundamentally, it is a policy of 
uniting the “working class” or 
“proletariat” of all countries, 
Joining together parties, trade 
unions and other “mass organiza- 
tions” for common action in a 
specific campaign or a general 
program. 

In the current intensification of 
the front program, the major 
issue is Communist “‘peace.” 

The Cominform on Nov. 
1949, issued this edict: 

“To carry out the great and 
noble task of saving mankind 
from the danger of a new war, 
representatives of Communist and 
workers parties see the following 
as their vital tasks: To work ever 
more persistently to consolidate 
organizations and extend the 
movement of the partisans of 
peace drawing new sections of the 
population into this movement 
and making it universal. Partic- 
ular attention should be devoted 
to drawing into this movement 
trade unions, women's, youth, co- 
operative, sports, cultural, edu- 
cational, religious and other or- 
ganizations. And also scientists, 
writers, journalists, cultural work- 
ers, parliamentary and other po- 
litical and public leaders who act 
in defense of peace and against 
war.” 

The United States Communist 
party began its drive for an ex- 
panded and deepened united 
front in this country about six 
months ago. It now has, accord- 
ing to the Attorney General's list 
of subversive organizations, a to- 
tal of 138 national “fronts” in the 
United States, most of them well 
recognized as instruments of Com- 
munist policy. , 

“4 Guide to the Club.” 

But these have been labeled for 
what they are, and the party has 
found it necessary to turn more 
and more toward the infiltration 
of non-Communist organizations, 
particularly on the local level. 

Early this year, therefore, the 
campaign was carried down to 
the local level, through Commu- 
nist shop and community clubs. 
For the waging of it, “a hand- 
book for community club of- 
ficers” was drawn up by the par-

partment, entitled “A Guide to 
the Club. Its Role in Building the 
United Front in 1950.” 

Keystone of the campaign is to 
capitalize on the “common desire 
for peace,” and to translate that 
desire into group action in terms 
of the Communist version of 
peace, directed toward a weaken- 
ing of resistance to international 
Communism. 

The party’s pamphlet for club 
members said: “. . . The decisive 
place where the ability to hold 
the Wall Street ‘war mongers in 
check will be decided at the grass 
roots, in your neighborhood ... 
In the Parent-Teachers’ Associa- 
tions, in organizations of the 
Negro people, in lodges, in 
churches, in youth groups, in 
women’s organizations, in various 
meighborhood groups, the over-

tration were given in the club 
manual as follows. They were 
quoted from Gus Hall, national 
secretary of the Communist party 
in the United States. 

“1. We must be ready to join 
movements and actions initiat- 
ed by others. One of the most 
successful coalitions, the Amer- 
ican Youth Congress (which is 
now listed by the Attorney 
General as subversive) was not 
initiated by the Communists. 

“2. We must not attempt to 
include our full program on 
every issue in every united 
movement. . Movements are 
built around a minimum num- 
ber of specific issues. 

“3. We must not try to hand 
over to a united coalition a 
tailor-made program of organ- 
ization. All these questions 
must be worked out together 
with other forces in the coali- 
tion. 

“4. We must not hog the 
leadership. A united coalition 
needs a coalition also in lead- 
ership. 

“5. We must not join move- 
ments with preconceived ideas 
of complete unity. A coalition, 
a united front, presupposes dif- 
ferences — differences on pro- 
gram, on form and methods. 

“6. We must be ready at all 
times to be flexible on these 
details. We must be ready at 
all times to learn from other 
forces in the united front. 
There is much we can learn 
and profit from the experience 
of others. 

“7. We must never be the 
‘We told you so’ wiseacres. We 
must never give the wrong im- 
pressions of gloating over the 
setbacks and differences in our 
efforts to expose the mislead- 
ers who are responsible for 
these setbacks. The essence of 

our leadership in aé_ united 
front must be a mass political 
education in the process of the 
Struggle itself.’

ATIONALIST China has the 


and Catholics are the victims. Of 
24 employment agencies, 20 re- 
reported some difficulty in pldc- 
ing Jewish applicants, and six or 
more said they received job 
orders specifying that Catholics 
were not wanted. But discrimina- 
tion against Catholics and Jews 
is a minor thing when compared 
with anti-Negro practices. 

A charter amendment adopted 
in 1946 prohibits racial discrimi- 
nation in the city’s service but, 
as in private employment, the 
Negro gets few of the better-pay- 
ing jobs. Some unions promote 
discrimination themselves, barring 
Negroes from membership or 
letting them handle only unskilled 
work; others, however, fight in- 


In other words, the Commu- 
nists will endeavor to use just as| 
much, and no more, of each or-| 
ganization as will serve their pur- 
pose. 

Diverse Issues Exploited. 

The manner in which Commu- 
nists seize upon diverse issues 
and movements to gain their own 


subversive ends is indicated by | 


the manual. 

“We must remember,” it says, 
“that people express their deter- 
mination for peace in their own 
| Way: Church groups conduct mass 
| prayers. Some organizations lay 
wreaths commemorating those 
who have given their lives in war 
and pledge themselves to work 
for peace.” 

It is a technique by which Com- 
-munists make use of issues which 
most liberal persons normally will 
‘support; but once they have se- 
cured a hold on an organization 
or group of individuals, they use 
‘it as a “transmission belt” for 
‘Communist propaganda and ac- 
| tion. Once they gain control of a 
'P.-T.A. or school board of trus- 
.tees, for example, they are then 
|in a position to subtly indoctrinate 
| part of the nation’s youth. 

_ One excerpt from the manual 
describes the tactics this way: 
| “How do we go about helping 
|to build the united front for im- 
proved school conditions? Let’s 
\start with the club itself. How 
imany comrades have children of 
their own attending the school? 
Secondly, how many of the com- 
rades know parents of children 
going to this school—a neighbor 
‘in the house, etc.? Third, how 
‘can we best go to the neighbor- 
hood on the question of improved 
'schcol conditions? Can we help 
_to get a small group of parents to 
issue a petition to the neighbor- 
hood? Or a leaflet? Is it pos- 
sible to call a conference of par- 
ents, teachers, representatives 
'from the teachers union, and 
| neighbors who would help get im- 
proved school tonditions for the 
children?” 

| Program Never Halted. 

| The Communist agitators in a 
group will never stop with the im- 
|mediate issue. Always, they pro- 


mote a program that goes farther, | 


'and eventually emerges as a mass 
‘movement in the Communist 
cause of disruption and dissen- 
‘sion. 

“And we must not let our work 
lapse after such a conference,” 
the annual continues. “Such a 
conference is not the end of the 
united front. It's just the begin- 
ning. 

Communist “fractions” can be 
counted on to undermine the lead- 
‘ership of any organization they 
infiltrate.

This can be done by exposing 
them effectively, skilfully, so as 
to isolate them ... not by name-

St. Louis is shocked when it 


‘reads about lynching in the deep 


South. Viewed objectively, lynch- 
ing is a retail operation, killing 
only a few persons; but the St. 
Louis practice of discrimination 
in employment, housing, educa- 
tion and recreation is a wholesale 
operation that kills thousands, in- 
cluding women and children. The 
one is a rare act committed by an 
outlaw element; the other is sys- 
tematic, 24-hour-a-day procedure 
conducted with community ap- 
proval. 

Far from being just a matter 
of ideals, the question of civil 
rights for Negroes is literally a 
matter of life and death. Vital 
statistics prove it. The St. Louis 
death rate for heart disease is 
399.5 per 100,000 population 
among Negroes, 292 among 
white residents; for cancer it is 
186.7 to 158.5; nephritis, 82.4. 
to 44.5: cerebral hemorrhage, 
141.9 to 53.4; pneumonia, 70.1 
to 18.6. This disproportion 
holds true in all of the 10 lead- 
ing causes of death, as well as 
in infant mortality, maternal 
deaths and other important cate- 
gories. The underlying causes 
are segregation into slums and 
blighted areas, denial of a 
chance to earn more than a 
bare living, limited educational 
opportunities, inadequate recre- 
ational facilities. 

St. Louis is a “border city.” 
The Kentuckians, Virginians and 
Carolinians who flocked here in 
the steamboating days brought 
their prejudices with them, and 
many compromises have been 
made. The result is a hodge- 
podge of social custom lacking 
consistency or logic. 

A Negro may sit anywhere at 


calling, but by showing up their 


Sportsman’s Park baseball games, 
at the Municipal Opera or at con- 
‘certs in Kiel Auditorium; but at 
American Theater plays he is 
shoved into the gallery, and at 
most of the leading motion pic- 
ture theaters he is not admitted 
at all. He may ride any bus 
or streetcar, but not just any 
‘service car. He may live in cer- 
‘tain communities, but not in oth- 
‘ers; for example, he may work in 
Granite City and contribute to its 
‘industrial development, but he 
imay not establish his home there.

| Needless to say, this mass of

situation when a number of phy- 
sicians showed up for a course 
in post-graduate instruction, and 
it developed that one of the doc- 
‘tors whose application had been

Yet to match these Chinese 
Communist armies waiting across 
the Formosa strait these forces 
would need considerable new 
equipment. The greatest need is 


for planes and replacement parts. 
The army seems pretty well 
equipped. Military sources say 
that army regulars on Formosa 
have all kinds of equipment in- 
cluding rifles, light and heavy 
machineguns, artillery, tanks and 
armored cars. These weapons 
have the same firepower as those 
which the United States Army 
used in World War II. One 
source said that if additional 
anti-tank weapons were supplied, 
“we believe the firepower of the 
Nationalist army would be above 
standard.” 
Air Force Under Strength. 
The Chinese air force does not 
have enough planes for its per- 
sonnel. Because of the lack of 
parts and replacements, all squad- 
rons are under strength. 
Nationalist military sources in- 
sist that all of Chiang’s troops on 
Formosa “have strong faith in the 
anti-Communist cause and are 
willing to fight for democracy.” 
The official attitude is that any 
action taken by the United Na- 
tions against Communist aggres- 
sion in Korea will be supported 


here, 100 miles off the southeast 


by the Chinese Nationalist army, 
if called on. 

The Nationalists are aware of 
their continued membership in 
the U.N. Security Council and of 
Formosa’s strategic position in 
the chain of anti-Communis‘ is- 
lands off the mainland of Asia. 


On the China mainland the Na- 
tionalists count on the support of 
large numbers of guerrillas, but 
these are lacking in equipment. 
Estimates of the number of pro- 
Nationalist guerrillas range from 
fewer than 1,000,000 upward to 
1,600,000. 


Guerrillas Poorly Equipped. 

It is no secret that these guer- 
rillas are poorly equipped. Their 
arms are old and varied. They 
need ammunition. They need sig- 
nal equipment. Most of all they 
need a unified command. 

Most foreign quarters share the 
Nationalist conviction that these 
guerrillas would rally to the sup- 
port of Chiang if his troops should 
manage to land on the Chinese 
mainland. They likewise believe 
that most of the Chinese people, 
weary under the iron yoke of the 
Communists, would support the 
Generalissimo. 

One veteran foreign analyst es- 
timates that every Nationalist sol- 
dier landing on the mainland 


could count almost at once on 


active support from two guer- 
rillas. It is believed also that the 
ranks of the guerrillas would be 
swollen by defections from the 
Communist armies, particularly 
by former Nationalist soldiers 
now in Red uniform. 

K. C. Wu, American-educated 
governor of Formosa, believes, for 
example, that 70 per cent of the 
Red forces would desert if the 
Nationalists got the ball rolling on 
the mainland, but this is prob- 
ably over-optimistic. 

The food situation is one which 
constantly worried the Nationalist 
Army’s commander-in-chief, Gen. 
Sun Li-jen, veteran of Burma, 
who got his training at Virginia 
Military Institute. 

500 Planes in Air Force. 

Independent quarters rate the 
Nationalist air force as good for 
this part of the world. It has 
about 500 planes, of which 150 or 
so are transports. About 5000 of 
its personnel were trained in the 
United States during the war 
against Japan. The air force, how- 
ever, would be incapable of sus- 
tained operation without replace- 
ments and spare parts. The pilots 
generally are rated good. Their 
morale is high and they have 
plenty of courage. 

The Nationalist navy has prob- 
ably fewer than 100 ships in com- 
mission, none larger than a de- 
stroyer. The training in the navy, 
as in the air force, is rigid and 
from all accounts morale is high. 
Many of the officers are British- 
trained. Some are American- 
trained. 

The Nationalists also have a 
marine force, commonly reported 
to number 10,000 men, undergoing 
hard training. 


nation in this division already 
was under way, and the university 
board of directors decided to let 
the medical school open its doors 
to any qualified student, regard- 
less of race. 

That was more than three years 
ago. Since then the medical 
school has placed Negroes on its 
teaching staff and has taken far- 
reaching steps toward abolishing 
discrimination at the Barnes 
group of hospitals, but no Negro 
yet has been accepted as a begin- 
ner in medicine. The reason 
given is that none of the appli- 
cants was qualified. Undergrad- 
uate training of Negroes too 
often is deficient, but this would 
not be the case if schools like 
Washington University gave Ne- 
groes an opportunity to obtain 
Grade-A training on the under- 
graduate level. 

The Catholics here have faced 
this problem with honesty and 
courage, and have demonstrated 
that discrimination can be elimi- 
nated at all school levels without 
any upheaval or collapse of so- 
ciety. St. Louis University led 
the way in Missouri in 1944, and 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter, 
standing firm in the face of op- 
position from some _ diehards, 
opened the parochial and high 
schools to Negroes in 1947. East 
St. Louis, threatened with the 
loss of state funds if it continued 
to violate the Illinois ban on dis- 
crimination in education, opened 
its public schools last January. In 
every case there was a minimum 
of friction after the change. 

The Missouri Constitution re- 
quires segregation in the public 
schools, unless the Legislature 
provides otherwise. A proposal 
that the St. Louis Board of Edu- 
cation ask the Legislature to end 
segregation here was adopted, 
then reconsidered and finally 
tabled by a citizens’ advisory com- 
mittee the other day. There un- 
doubtedly will be other such pro- 
posals. 

Meanwhile. it is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to maintain 
the legal fiction of “separate but 
equal” facilities. The 
of Education has discontinued a 
course in aeromechanics at Had- 
ley Technical High School rather 
than go to the expense of provid- 
ing a similar course for Negroes 
at Washington High. In this case 
equality was achieved through the 
neat formula, zero equals zero. 
The public school system, hard 
pressed for funds, could save 
large sums by eliminating segre- 
gation and the need for duplicat- 
ing facilities. 

Crowded Schools. 


Some Negro children in St. 
Louis have to travel miles to get 
to their crowded, ramshackle 
schools; on the way they pass fine 
white schools with only partly- 
used facilities. In Kirkwood, the 
only elementary school for Ne- 


groes recently was closed and the 


pupils were told to go to a school 
in a slum outside the city. This 
means journeying three miles and 
crossing the tracks of two rail- 
roads. The Kirkwood _ school 
board termed this an “economy” 
measure, but some _ residents 
bluntly called it a move to push 
the Negroes out of town. 

In Alton, where the great abo- 
litionist editor, Elijah Lovejoy, 
was killed by a mob in 1837, the 
mob spirit occasionally still runs 
high. Fiery crosses are used in 
attempts to intimidate Negroes 
who have started a court fight 
against segregation in the schools. 
The Rev. Dr. John G. Gill has 
been ousted as minister of Alton’s 
First Unitarian Church after tak- 
ing an uncompromising stand 
against discrimination. 

In the summer of 1949, the 
St. Louis Director of Public 
Welfare declared there was no 
legal justification for denying 


Negroes admission to municipal 
swimming pools, and the pools 
were opened to all. But when 
hoodlums at Fairgrounds Park 
beat up many Negroes in a 
wave of rioting, Mayor Darst 
hastily restored the segregation 
policy. The Catholic Archdio- 
cese, the Metropolitan Church 
Federation and the Rabbirfical 
Association united in opposing 
surrender to mob violence. 

The Mayor’s next move was es- 
tablishment of a Council on Hu- 
man Relations to advise the city 
on interracial problems. This 
organization, which could have 
been a dynamic force for prog- 
ress, has been handicapped by the 
Mayor’s insistence on political 


control instead of giving the 
group a free hand. Twenty- 
eight civic, social and welfare or- 
ganizations voiced their lack of 
confidence in the council ‘dy 
forming a separate organization. 
The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
got tired of waiting for the coun- 
cil to act and filed an injunction 
suit which forced the city to open 
all the pools last summer. With 
police on hand every day, there 
has been no further trouble, but 
the number of swimmers at Fair- 
grounds Park fell off sharply, 
partly because of a cool summer, 
but principally because full com- 
munity acceptance of non-segre- 
gation has yet to be achieved. 
Barred From Hotels. 


St. Louis is the only city in 
the major leagues where Negro 
baseball players are barred from 
the hotels where their team stops. 
Only when Sam Jethroe of the 


Boston Braves and Luke Easter 
of the Cleveland Indians come to 
their home town do they find 
doors slammed in their faces. To 
avoid such insults to their Negro 
members, some organizations stay 
away from St. Louis. After hold- 
ing its 1950 convention here, the 
American Prison Association an- 
nounced it would not come back, 
or meet in any other city prac- 
ticing racial discrimination. 

A civil rights bill which would 
have prohibited segregation in 
hotels, theaters, restaurants and 
other places of public accommo- 
dation was killed last spring by 
the Board of Aldermen. In draft- 
ing a new city charter to sub-

U. S. Policy Has Been Firm for China’s Po- 
litical Independence and ‘Open Door’— 


Devoted Lives There 


—Billions in Help Sent. 
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Many other powers through all 
this time were interested in 
China mostly for whatever spe- 
cial trading privileges they could 
wring from it. 

Backed Chinese Independence. 

American policy on China has 
been simple. There are only two 
points. 

1. The United States has 
pleaded time and again with 
other nations to help China keep 
its political independence and all 
its territory. 

2. It has asked both China and 
all other major powers to permit 
all nations equal trading oppor- 
tunities in China. 

The first United States-China 
agreement was the Treaty of 
Wanghia in 1844. It pointed the 
direction American policy has 
taken ever since. China granted 
the United States the same ad- 
vantages in China granted to 
other nations. The United States 
asked for no special privilege. 

But the international struggle 
to exploit China’s wealth was 
strong. So in 1899 Secretary of 
State John Hay sent a round- 
robin to the other major powers 
asking an “open door” policy with 
equal opportunities for all for- 
eigners in China. 

China at that time was riddled 
with special concessions to vari- 
ous nations. Even whole provinces 
were “leased” to foreign nations. 

Hay got answers to his round- 
robin, some less than  whole- 
hearted—Russia’s was the most 
evasive—but they gave Hay the 
chance to announce that the 
major powers had agreed to the 
open door. 

Boxer Rebellion In 1900. 

A group of Chinese finally pro- 
tested against all the foreign in- 
fluence in their land and staged 
the Boxer rebellion in 1900. China 
was asked to pay $333,000,000 in 
indemnities to the nations whose 
property and citizens had been 
harmed. 

The United States asked for 
only $25,000,000. When all Amer- 
ican claims were settled, $18,- 
000,000 remained. The United 
States returned this to the Chi- 
nese, who set the fund aside for 
education. 

Shortly the Russians began to 
demand exclusive use of the rail- 
roads and mines in Manchuria. 
The United States sent another 
round-robin, pointing out that 
Russia was violating the Open 
Door Policy. 

The Russo-Japanese War came 
along (1904-05). President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, as chief negotia- 
tor, wrung a treaty from the two 
nations which agreed to the open 
door in Manchuria. 

At the Paris peace conference 
in 1919 Japan tried to grab the 
entire Shantung peninsula, which 
had been leased to Germany. The 
provision got into the treaty 
against United States protests. 
China refused to sign. 

Shantung Returned. 

In 1921 the United States got 
Japan and China to talk it over. 
The result was a Sino-Japanese 
treaty which returned Shantung 
to China. 

In 1922 world powers met in 
Washington to write the Nine 
Power Treaty. It included the 
two American points, independ- 
ence for China and the open door.

HEN the Chinese Reds flooded down into Korea to shoot Amer- 
ican G.I.s they halted—perhaps only temporarily—a century-old 
international friendship unique in world history. Long before 
the now defunct League of Nations was established the United States 
was trying to get world agreements on behalf of China. 
dollars of United States aid was poured into China through World 
War II and after. Tens of thousands of Chinese have been educated 
through American help, Thousands of American missionary families 
have given their lives’ work to China. 


Billions of 


When the Chinese revolution 
against the Manchu dynasty be- 
gan the United States urged that 
China be permitted to set up 
whatever government fitted its 
needs. 

A Chinese republic was an- 
nounced Feb. 12, 1948. The 
United States recognized it May 
2, 1913. 

In the °'20s, when the Chinese 
Nationalists began their fight to 
unite all China under one govern- 
ment, the United States again 
demanded non-intervention. When 
the new national government was 
announced July 25, 1928, the 
United States was the first to 
make concessions to it. 

In 1931 Japan attacked Man- 
churia. Both the United States 
and the ‘League of Nations tried 
to stop the war, and failed. 

No Recognition of Force. 

That led to the creation of 
another United States principle 
of foreign policy. Secretary of 
State Henry L. Stimson an- 
nounced the United States would 
refuse to recognize territorial 
changes through force. 

When the Japanese set up a 
puppet government in Man- 
churia, Stimson sent another 
United States round-robin calling 
on other nations to refuse to rec- 
ognize it. The League of Nations 
accepted the policy. 

Japan opened its undeclared 
war on China in 1937, The United 
States continued to remind the 
world that Japan had broken its 
pledges. 

Even so, the United States con- 
tinued to sell war materials to 
Japan for two and a half years 
after the war started. But in J uly 
1939 the United States tore up its 
trade treaty with Japan and be- 
gan to restrict shipments. 

From. the spring of 1941 
through to Pearl Harbor the 
United States tried to get Jap- 
anese armies out of China. By 
that time United States lend-lease 
Was going to China. American 
money and experts built the Bur- 
ma road, flew the “hump” over 
the Himalayas, permitted Maj. 
Gen. Claire L. Chennault to form 
the “Flying Tigers.” 

3 Billions In U.S. Aid. 

All told, the United States gave 
China help worth more than three 
billion dollars through World 
War II and the postwar period. 

As a result of American ef- 
forts, China is now listed as one 
of the five big powers of the 
United Nations and enjoys a per- 
manent seat on the UN Security 
Council, 

Even during World War II 
there were battles between Chi- 
ang Kai-shek’s Nationalist armies 
and the Chinese Communists.

Catalyst Converts Carbon 
Monoxide Into Carbon 
Dioxide. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9 (UP)

has perfected a new type of auto- 
;motive exhaust that eliminates 
_ideadly carbon monoxide fumes.

| The new exhaust contains a 
catalyst, composed mainly of plati- 
num, which mixes with exhaust 
gases and sucked-in fresh air and 
transforms them into harmless, 
odorless vapors.

| monoxide into carbon dioxide,”

Houdry, who in 1938 invented 
32 | a cracking process that revolu- 
, | Honized the refining of gasoline, 
| said the new exhaust weighs little 
more than the muffler on an au- 
i; tomobile. It replaces the muffler 
and can be installed in half an 
hour. 

The exhaust should last at least 
3000 driving hours and can then 
be “rejuvenated” at little cost by 
‘in@rtion of a new catalytic unit, 
ay said.

United States Eighth Army

City Officer Accused of 
Blocking Street With 
Car, Pointing Pistol at 
Policeman. 


Deputy city marshals were or- 
dered to stop carrying revolvers 
yesterday by Marshal Richard J. 
FitzGibbon. This followed a dis- 
turbance Friday in which Deputy 
Marshal Harold Lacy was re-

“There is no need for deputy 
city marshals to carry weapons,” 
Marshal FitzGibbon observed. 
“We have adequate police protec- 
tion in our city courts, in event 
of an emergency. All deputies 
will discard their weapons imme- 
diately.” 

Refuses to Move Car. 

Patrolman Robert Priest re- 
ported that Lacy refused to budge 
after his automobile was blocked 
by another machine at Page bou- 
levard and Sarah street Friday, 
Lacy, who had started a left turn, 
refused to back his machine, al- 
though there was room to do so, 
the officer said. 

Priest broke the deadlock by 
getting other motorists to back 
up and go around the obstructing 
machine. He ordered Lacy to the 
curb, and sent in a call for a 
patrol car when the deputy re- 
fused to accept a traffic summons. 

Priest quoted Lacy as observing: 
“I guess you don’t know who you 
are fooling with.”

“The bubble has burst in the 
land buying boom,” Warnecke 
said. “The mad scramble for 
available building plots, which 
was gathering momentum as it 
went along, was causing prices 
of vacant land to skyrocket: 

owever, with the advent of 
lation ‘X,’ many builders 
withdrew the options they held 
on large tracts of acreage. The 


decrease in land prices and a 
closer return to actual worth.” 

He estimated the price of land 
for a_ single family dwelling 
averages about 10 per cent of 
the total building cost. 


Lumber Demand Off. 

Warnecke, who heads. the 
mortgage financing company 
bearing his name, cited two other 
factors as supporting his predic- 
tion of lower costs. They are: 

1. Lower cost of lumber. “With 
the market suddenly shrunk to 
less than two-thirds its former 
size, every last drop of excess 
profit will be squeezed out of 
the selling price in order to keep 
inventories from piling up.” He 
added that with no. extensive 
military camp building program 
in the offing, armed services re- 
quirements may not ke more 
than one-eighth of total lumber 
output for the coming year. 

(2) Stabilized cost of a labor. 
Lower volume of building may 
bring about a potential surplus 
of skilled building mechanics, and 
while many will be absorbed by 
defense manpower needs, “enough 
of them probably will want to 
stay in the building trades to re- 
lieve the pressure for increasing- 
ly higher wages.” 

Sees No Depression. 


Warnecke said he believed these 
factors will outweigh probable 
higher costs for such items as 
plumbing and heating equipment, 
hardware and other articles made 
of metals in tight supply. 

He does not go along with those 
who foresee depression-size cut- 
backs in housing as the result of 
restrictive regulations. 

Noting that regulation ‘X’ was 
aimed at limiting housing starts 
to 800,000 to 850,000 units in the 
coming year, Warnecke indicated 
he expected that total to be 
achieved. 

Along with shrinkage of hous- 
ing starts, there may be some 
shrinkage in housing demand, he 
said. This would result from a 
decrease in the number of family 
formations because of deferréd 
marriages of men called into mili- 
tary service ,and a tendency for 
wives of service men to return 
to live with their parents. 

The price spiral that set in im- 
mediately after start of the Ko- 
rean war, Warnecke said, “was 
bound to lead to a total collapse 
of the building program unless 
checked in time.” 

He said he believed the federal 
credit curb would result in a 
healthier condition in the mort- 
gage market and help return the 
building industry to a sounder 
footing. 

The present situation he de- 
scribed as “a sort of shake-out 
period, when a lot of newcomers 
who entered the housing indus- 
try when the profit picture was 
highly attractive, will be quickly 
eliminated.” He added this should

Rickey vs. Chandler, 
Branch Wins Another. 


APPY CHANDLER was 
J auotea the other day as 

saying that baseball was 
ready to suspend operations in 
case of a third world war. “We 
might be in the way,” the com- 
missioner said at St. Peters- 
burg. 

Branch Rickey’s appraisal of 
the situation and prospects is 
more realistic and _ rational, 
making Chandler's. statement 
sound a bit on the flag-waving 
side. 

It may seem a bit out of line 
to have young men or old men 
playing baseball while other 
Americans are fighting and 
dying in the slime and ice of 
battlefields. But baseball was 
accepted as a morale builder 
during World War II, not only 
for the workers at home but 
for the boys overseas. 

The late Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis, as commissioner, said 
in effect: that as long as the 
Government wanted it, baseball 
would continue until it no 
longer could put the necessary 
‘18 men on a field for a ball 
game. And the Government in- 
dicated that it did want base- 
& . 
ball to continue. 

We were a bit skeptical about 
the whole thing when we went 
overseas late in 1944 as one of 
five baseball writers who ac- 
companied groups of major 
league players and umpires 
picked to tour theaters of op- 
erations. Was it possible, we 
wondered, that men fighting 
for our and their lives and lib- 
erty could be interested in 
games played with bats and 
balls? 

We learned quickly, though, 
that baseball was still a part of 
the lives of those soldiers. They 
liked .to visualize the Polo 
Grounds, Sportsman’s Park, 
Forbes Field and all the base- 
ball parks, and know that 
things back home were as they 
left them, that they’d be that 
way when eventually they 
would return to their old 
haunts. It would have been a 
depressing shock to the fight- 
ing forces if it had been nec- 
essary to tell them that base- 
ball had closed down, and foot- 
ball.

Ryba was never a high-sal- 
aried star uring his years in 
baseball. He pitched and he 
caught and he played infield 
and outfield and “1e always gave 
it all he had. If help happened 
to be short in the minor league 
picture, Mike would roll the in- 
field or get out the sprinkler 
and wet it down. He would 
scrub out a clubhouse, do any- 
thing to help get a job done. 

Intensely loyal, Mike was a 
bit hurt when the Cardinals 
traded him away, or permitted 
him to slip away from the or- 
ganization. But he was just as 
loyal soon to the Boston Red 
Sox, and it was a bit of surprise 
when it was announced that he 
was ready to leave Tom Yaw- 
key’s club. However, no doubt 
there was a sentimental desire 
to get back in Cardinal livery. 

Also the move marks a change, 
small though it may seem, in 
the policy of the Redbird organ- 
ization. For many years, when 
anybody wanted a _ qualified 
baseball man as scout, field man 
or for the front office, they 
turned to the Cardinals and got 
their man. No 4&ttempt was made 
by the Redbirds to meet any 
bids for the services of their 
men. Warren Giles, George 
Trautman, Larry MacPhail and 
innumerable lesser figures 
moved eagerly when other clubs 
or opportunities beckoned. 
There was a big movement of 
talent in the wake of Branch 
Rickey’s move to Brooklyn. 

Despite the loss of so much 
talent the Cardinals prospered, 
but without reflecting on the 
men who stayed or succeeded 
the departing figures, it might 
be possible that at least a slight 
drop in the efficiency of the 
over-all Cardinal organization 
resulted. 

Scouts and coaches and field 
men can be very important. 
And the case of Ryba indicates 
that Fred Saigh will reach out 
and grab a man now and then 
from other organizations, in- 
stead of permitting the move- 
ment of talent to be a one-way 
affair.

SHORT PASSING. 

The most accurate form of 
short passing the ball is to pro- 
pel it with either the inside or 

the outside of the foot. 

A sound soccer rule is to al- 
Ways pass to the left when run- 
ning toward the right, and vice 
versa, to the right when running 
toward the left. Defenders have 
a tendency to move in the direc- 
tion of the ball carrier. This 
type of pass calls for skill in the 
art of passing with the outside 
of the foot. 

Good passing is improved when 
the player dribbles with the ball 
close to the body, enabling him 
to get a good view of his oppo- 
nents and his teammates before 
making the pass. 

Passes generally should be to 
a position a little ahead of the 
receiver, so that his progress 
should not be stopped. 

Passes must be received with

the side of the foot. The wider 
area of the side of the foot as- 
sures a safe reception. As the 
pass reaches the side of the foot, 
the foot must be moved away, 
thus cushioning the stoppage. 
(Much the same is done when 
one catches a baseball without a 
glove.) 

The ball should never’ be 
passed directly to a receiver who 
is closely covered by an oppo- 
nent. Instead, the ball should 
be sent to an open area BEHIND 


that covering opponent.

Successful Season 
For Deer Hunters 


By Leonard Hall 


ISSOURI hunters are looking back on probably the most 
successful deer season since this type of hunting was 
restored in the state. Two circumstances probably ac- 
count for thig in about equal measure. One is the steady 
increase in the number of 
white-tails which roam our 
twenty or more million acres 
of deer range; the other is the 
cradually increasing experi- 
ence and skill of the hunters. 
No. apology need be offered 
for deer hunting, provided 
the hunt is undertaken and 
carried out in sportsmanlike 
manner and with every pre- 
caution taken against injury 
to other hunters. The truth 
is, as every conservationist 
knows, that without hunters 
it would be impractical or 
perhaps impossible to build 
and maintain a large deer 
herd in our state. 

Fifteen years ago, the 
range of the white-tail deer 
in Missouri had literally been 
destroyed by bad land-use 
practices. Of the 20,000,000 


timbered acres in the Ozark highland, probably as much as 
8,000,000 burned over each year. Common logging practice 
was to skin off every tree down to the last mine prop, while 
indiscriminate grazing had cut the carrying capacity of the 
range almost to the zero point. Despite short seasons, the 
deer herd had shrunk to approximately 2000 animals and even 
closing the season entirely didn’t seem to help matters. The 
truth is, there was simply not enough food or cover in the 
whole of the Ozarks to support any deer. 
* * * 
@ THEN CAME the creation of two national forests in Mis- 
souri, with the resultant protection against fire, managed 
grazing and, after a time, selective cutting of trees of harvest- 
able age. At the same time our state became concerned about 
its natural resources and established its non-political Con- 
servation Commission. One of the first steps taken by the 
Commission was to create a State Forestry Service which began 
establishing “Fire Protection Districts” wherever landowners 
were willing to co-operate. State parks were enlarged, refuges 
created in the national forests and almost at once the deer 
herd started to climb. Today through protection, good food 
and cover conditions and some planting of deer to distribute 
them over the range, a figure of 60,000 would almost certainly 
be a conservative estimate of the size of the Missouri deer 
herd. 
* * * 

Our wildlife managers believe that if range con- 
ditions continue to improve; which they will as more 
and more landowners begin to apply sound forestry 
practices to their timber holdings, we can eventually 
support upwards of 200,000 deer. This, however, is 
dependent upon several factors and one of these is 
whether we allow parts of the range to become so 
badly over-stocked as to cut their carrying capacity. 

* * * 

THERE ARE marked and interesting diffsrences in the 
terrain which supports deer in the Ozark highland. First in 
importance are the big forested areas of the timber counties 
such as Taney, Oregon, Carter and Ripley. Here are located 
the largest areas of national forest land which, under good 
management, are favorable to the increase of the deer herd. 
Next come the counties of the Ozark border, like Gasconade, 
Franklin and Ste. Genevieve. Here the proportion of farm 
to forest land is higher. Yet there are fairly large timber 
acreages and the generally higher fertility level of the soil 
means a higher deer-carrying capacity per thousand acres 
of land. e 

* * * 

Hunting technique in the border or agricultural 
counties is well developed. Farmers individually or 
in groups organize their land for the hunt and allow 
a limited number of hunters to participate in well- 
planned drives. In this way a fair percentage of the 
legal bucks may be taken. In the big timber country 
hunting is carried on in a much more haphazard way. 
Many hunters, unacquainted beforehand with the 
territory they expect to cover, haye actually little 
chance of taking a deer. 

* * * 

@ THE MOST SUCCESSFUL WAY to hunt the “big timber” 
country is to organize a party of six to eight hunters, making 
certain that among them are none who are “trigger happy,” 
or complete novices in the woods, or dependent upon stimu- 
lgmts other than the natural excitement of the chase. If all 
are armed with adequate firearms, which is often not the 
ease today, this will increase the chances of success. The 
territory to be hunted should be familiar to at least some 
Of the hunters, so that they can organize the chase to best 
advantage. When it is known that a party of this size is 
covering a certain area, other hunters are apt to leave it 
alone, which both reduces the chances for accident and in- 
creases those for success. 

The hunt is organized by placing some of the hunters on 
the natural crossings along a ridge which surrounds a cove 
or hollow, these crossings generally being in the low gaps or 


“saddles” or on “points” where the deer may cross into adjoin- 
ing country. The remaining hunters then proceed around the 
ridge in a semi-circle and drive back toward those on the 
stands, working both sides and the bottom of the hollow. The 
drivers make plenty of noise, for a wary old buck ts more 
likely than not to lie close in his bed in a tangled thicket and 
let you pass him or, at most, slip to one side and let you 
go by. The noise doesn’t particularly alarm him, yet he gen- 
erally decides to move out into quieter country which oftener 
than not takes him within range of a hunter on one of the 
stands. And this hunter, from the noise coming up the hollow, 
knows the location of the drivers, so that he doesn’t endanger 
them when he shoots. This is, we believe, the best way to 
Organize an Ozark deer hunt, with three big bucks for our 
party during the season just past to prove that it works.

There are the three elderly 
women, two deaf and one in- 
valided, who live in one furnished 
room, and ask for “any food you 
can supply at Christmas as we 
are obliged to live on a small 
supply.” 


One woman is alone and sick. 
“The only one who could help me 
is my son and he is in Korea,” 
she writes. Another is “a widow, 
26, with six,.children.” Another 
has five children, one a sickly 
baby who must be taken to the 
doctor each week, “and it takes 
so much money.” Another has 
eight children, a husband ill and 
unable to work. In another in- 
stance, a father writes, “This is 
the first time I have asked your 
organization for help. I’ve always 
been a donor whenever I could.” 
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ters and on the other come the 

offers of help. It is the duty of 
pretty, efficient Captain Gabriel- 
sen to see that the two get to- 
gether. Not personally, for the 
Salvation Army, like its fellow 
Community Chest agencies, be- 
lieves in the principle of “let 
mother do the shopping,” and 
prefers that gifts be on an anony- 
mous cash basis rather than Lady 
Bountiful basket bearing. Thus 
Captain Garbielsen persuaded the 
woman who has asked for the 
name of a family to send them a 
money order rather than gifts. 
She dissuades the enthusiastic 
office group who have collected 
$111 from giving it all to one 
family, explaining that, “They 
would be thrown into a state of 
financial shock.” 


When a group or club wants to

them plan a party, for a group of 
children, planning the food, en- 
tertainment, games, and gifts. On 
Dec. 22 alone, more than 2000 
children will attend Salvation 
Army parties, and six private par- 
ties for groups have been arranged 
before then.

Many men on our lists do not 
have the capacity to hold a skilled 
job.: They are the first to be laid 
off, the last to be hired, and they 
do not earn enough to put some- 
thing aside for a rainy day. 


“Then we have situations in 
which the father has deserted his 
family, leaving the mother with 
all responsibility. There is the 
man who writes from the work- 
house and asks that we take care 
of his family at Christmas. There 
are always men in state and fed- 
eral penitentiaries whose children 
suffer. There are any number of 
elderly couples living on $50 a 
month out of which they goa to 
pay for food, rent, clothing. There 
are medical problems like the 
family with three children, all of 
whom got rheumatic fever at the 
same time.”

Definitely, Captain Gab- 
rielsen does not agree with the 
industrialist, recenty quoted as 
favoring the abolition of public 
aid. 

“I believe instead in the Bible,” 
she says drily, ‘“‘which says, ‘The 
poor we shall have with us al- 
ways.” 

Another witness to that -truth 
is Lt. Charles Smith, director of 
Harbor Lights center, 915 Market 
street.

Attic Hauling

‘TTIC hauling is the process of getting some cumbersome 
sobject, such as a soft, trunk or bed from the downstairs to 
the attic. It is performed by two persons. One person 
starids at each end of the object. 
Getting the object through 
doorways, narrow passages 
and up attic stairs calls for 
a keen eye and sound judg- 
ment. It is accomplished by 
the person at one end sizing 
up‘the situation and giving 
instructions to the person at 
the other end. 
But the person at the other ¢ 
end will pay no-attention to 
the instructions. That is be- ; 
cause that person is not 
listening. That person, too, 
is “giving instructions and 
they conflict with those given 
by the first person. 
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WHEN ONE PERSON pulls an object one way and an- 
other person pulls the object the other way, it is clear the ob- 
ject gets nowhere. Matters are not helped when voices are 
raised in anger and comments are exchanged which include 
such fighting words as “stupidity,” “ignorance,” “obstinacy,” 
“pigheadedness.” 

‘Complications arise also because in hauling a cumbersome 
object to the attic the bodies of the haulers must go up, too. 
In consequence, all go00 often the space through which the ob- 
ject should pass is already being occupied by a hauler.

THIS PROVOKES the question, “How do you expect me 
to get it up the stairs when you are standing in the way?”

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ATE last July two boyish-looking University City veterans, just 
out of physics classes at Washington University, 
the atomic energy plant at-Oak Ridge, Tenn., and announced

that they wanted to go into the business of furnishing atomic 
materials to St. Louis hospitals for the diagnosis and treatment of 


diseases. 


“How much money do _ you 
want?” Dr. S. Allen Lough, chief 
of isotopes distribution, shot back 
at them. 

“Money?” the boys asked. “We 
don’t want any money.” 

The Oak Ridge official stared 
at them in amazement. Most of 
his callers were big shots of vast 
institutions wanting Government 
grants to do this and that. Here 
were two whippersnappers barely 
out of school who _ had it all 
figured out how they would rig 
up a profitable private enterprise 
on a shoestring and enable pa- 
tients of smaller hospitals to 
benefit from atomic medicines 
which have been used with such 
remarkable success for locating 
brain tumors, diagnosing hyper- 
thyroidism and spotting—and in 
some cases treating — certain 


cancers. 


Could it be done? Could two 
physicists untrained in business 
and unacquainted with the ways 
of.the conservative medical pro- 


*fession be entrusted with doling 


out dangerously “hot” atomic by- 
products more or less like neigh- 
borhodd butchers sell hamburger? 
-If there were doubts about it 
last summer there aren’t any now 
because in a store at 1094 Sutter 
avenue, University City, smack 
amid bars and beaneries, an out- 
fit known as Nuclear Research 
and Development, Inc., has just 
opened for business. The proprie- 
tors are Wilfred Konneker, aged 
29, and Kennard Morganstern, 26, 
and they have been told that they 
are operating the nation’s first 
complete commercial isotopes 
service for hospitals. 

Who are these latter-day pio- 
neers and how did they get 
started? 

Konneker, who lives at 6639 
Clemens avenue, University City, 
was born in Greenfield, O., and 
received his degree in chemistry 
at Ohio University just in time 
to be drafted into the infantry. 
The Army soon pulled him out of 
close order drill, however, and 
sent him to Michigan State Col- 
lege to learn electrical engineer- 
inte. From Lansing he was de- 
tached to work for the Atomic 
Encrgy Commission, first at Oak 
Ridge, then at the University of 
Chicago and finally at a labora- 
tory which the Monsanto Chemical 
Co. was running for the Manhat- 
tan project at Dayton. For more 
than two years he worked as a 
$78-a-month sergeant side by side 
with high-priced civilian special- 
ists. 

Back at Ohio U. after the war 
he got a masters degree in nu- 
clear physics and came to St. 
Louis three years ago to do more 
graduate work. He received his 
doctorate at Washington U. last 
June. 

o * * 

ORGANSTERN, his partner, 
M was born in St. Louis and 

lives with his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Morganstern, at 
1123 East Parkedge lane, Univer- 
sity City. After getting an engi- 
neering degree in 1942 at Wash- 
ington U. the Army dispatched 
him to Reed College, Portland, 
Ore., to study meteorology, then 
changed its mind and whisked 
him to Yale University to learn 
communications. He spent the 
rest of the war in India as an 
Air Force officer handling air-to- 
ground communications for the 
terminus of the famous “Hump” 
flithts over the Himalaya moun- 
tains. 

Returning home in 1946, he 
studied for his master’s degree in 
nuclear physics and is still in the 
process of completing his thesis— 
the last requirement for a doc- 
torate. He would have bagged 
the degree by now if he hadn't 
been so busy setting up his new 
business. 

The two men met in the class 
of Dr. A. L. Hughes, head of 
Washington U.’s physics depart- 
ment, who was teaching a re- 
quired course in atomic physics. 

“When it got close to gradua- 
tion,”” Morganstern relates, “the 
idea of getting a job naturally 
came up. There were only two 
fields open for people like us— 
teaching or going into a Govern- 
ment laboratory. 

“Teaching sounded good, but 
one of the boys who graduated 
with us got a wonderful job at 
Princeton University—for $3300 a 
year. That just didn’t seem 
enough. The Government jobs 
paid well, but some of our friends 


who took them didn’t like the 
work too much. Most of what 
they do is restricted and can’t be 
published. And when the Come 
munist business started scientists 
in Government’ work 

watched even more closely. 


“Using isotopes in medicine was 
just becoming accepted practice 
in hospitals and, looking around 
town, we found that only Barnes 
Hospital seemed to be making ex- 
tensive use of them because they 
were connected with the univer- 
sity and had the trained physi- 
cists available to do the job.” 

Why don’t a lot of other people 
plunge headlong into the same 
business as Konneker and Morgan- 
stern? Primarily because very 
few are sufficiently qualified to 
win approval of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and most of 
those who are prefer the security 
of a salaried position to the 
vagaries of a profit-and-loss bal- 
ance sheet. 

“I was offered five or six good 
jobs,” Konnekér explains. “The 
lowest salary was $5000 a year and 
some started as high as $7000. 
After eight years in graduate 
school most students are married 
and some have children. They feel 
it just wouldn’t be right to turn 
down jobs that are waiting for 
them.” 

* * * 


LTHOUGH the two atomic 
A salesmen were entirusiastically 

received when calling on pros- 
pective clients, particularly at 
Jewish Hospital, they still had to 
be sold that they were on the 
track of a sound idea. Dr. Hughes, 
their instructor, encouraged them 
to go ahead even though they 
might find it rough to butter their 
bread for the first couple of years. 
But the final job of convincing 
was performed by Dr. Arthur H. 
Compton, chancellor of Washing- 
ton University. 

“We asked him, ‘Do you think 
we could do more good if we 
went into a Government proj- 
ect?’”’ Morganstern says. “And 
we asked him: ‘Do you think we 
ought to stay right here and dé 
research? Can an outfit like ours 
actually get under way? Shouldn't 
we give up the whole idea in 
view of the Korean crisis?” 

“He said he thought we ought 
to go ahead by all means and that 
the Government might want to 
subsidize us and help set up the 
place. We told him we wanted 
to make it a commercial enter- 
prise and we haven't asked for 
any Government aid. Of course, 
if they should call on us to do 
some work later we'd be willing 
and anxious to help.” 

After the interview with Dr. 
Compton, Dr. Hughes arranged 
for the young men to see officials 
at Oak Ridge who would have to 
furnish the “merchandise” for 
their “store.” As soon as Dr. 
Lough’s surprise wore off, he 
called infDr. P. C. Aebersold, 
chief of the isotopes division, and 
both doctors worked up consid- 
erable enthusiasm. They told 
their visitors that they were 
anxious to see at least one cen- 
tral distributing point open up 
in each medical center which 
could handle relations with ap- 
proved hospitals and relieve the 
Atomic Energy Commission of the 
weary job of continually shipping 
the hard-to-handle radioactive ma- 
terials in small lots. 

Back in St. Louis, Konneker 
and Morganstern went to see a 
lawyer and incorporated the busi- 
ness. _Between classes and home- 
work, they also began talking of 
the quarters and the intricate ma- 
chinery they would need to get 
started. Meanwhile, negotiations 
with Jewish hospital were moving 
along and the board of directors 
called them in to explain why 
they should set up an isotope lab- 
oratory. 
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ARSHALLING an imposing 

list of medical references, the 

young men pointed out that 
“hot” materials, especially radio- 
active iodine and phosphorous, 
had proved themselves in exten- 
sive experimentation in gauging 
and relieving hyperthyroid condi- 
tions, locating brain tumors with a 
score of accuracy up to 99 per 
cent, and treating—though not 
necessarily curing—some cases of 
thyroid, bladder and skin cancers. 
Even leukemia—cancer of the 
blood—has been attacked in some

cases with encouraging success. 

Moreover, medical men are con- 
vinced that this is anly the be- 
ginning of a new era in atomic 
medicine. Capable of tracing body 
functions unerringly into the most 
hidden corners of plant and ani- 
mal anatomy, the_ radioactive 
atoms have been hailed as possi- 
bly the greatest aid to medicine 
since the development of the 
microscope. 

Konneker and Morganstern also 
pointed out that if the hospital 
decided to go ahead on an atomic 
project without their help, the 
hospital would need a qualified 
full-time physicist, trained per- 
sonnel and expensive equipment 
to handle and count out the “hot” 
material, an expensive “hot” lab 
and considerable space. The boys 
explained they could handle most 
of the storage and detail of meas- 
uring dosages in their own es- 
tablishment and agreed to set up 
and supervise a small laboratory 
at the hospital and train techni- 
cians how to operate equipment 
their firm would build. 

The hospital board asked one 
other big question: How could 
they be sure the boys would stay 
in business? 
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ONNEKER and Morganstern 
K couid give no guarantees, of 

course, but they pointed out 
that they hoped to sell their serv- 
ices to county and city hospitals 
as soon as these public institutions 
would receive funds for such 
work. By that time a leading 
hospital equipment manufacturer 
had also taken on the young men 
as consultants and agreed to 
handle the specialized equipment 
they planned to build. One gadget 
the new firm will turn out is an 
improved detector for radioactive 
materials. It is 100 to 500 times 
more sensitive than the Geiger 
counter and thus permits the ad- 
ministration of much smaller and 
less dangerous dosages to pa- 
tients. 

The hospital board signed on 
the dotted line and Nuclear Re- 
search and Development, Inc., 
was really in business. 

The young men now needed 
help. To run the office, Konneker 
called in his young Wife. To help 
with the technical end, especially 
the building of machinery, the 
boys hired a former fellow-stu- 
dent, Karl Wolf, who is 25 years 
old and lives at 4983 Mardel av- 
enue. Karl received his masters 
degree in nuclear physics last 
year and has been working for 
the last two years on the cyclo- 
tron at Washington University. 

Like all new business men, the 
boys underestimated the amount 
of money they would need. First 
they thought an investment of 
$1000 from each would be enough. 
By today, they have a total of 
$6000 in the business, and it 
would have been considerably 
more if they had not built their 
own equipment. The partners 
raised all of their capital on their 
own hook. 
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TIONS FROM PHYSICIAN. 


At this stage the boys began 
working day and night to ready 
their tools. They built a scaling 
unit that counts the number of 
particles emitted from radioactive 
material—the only way of deter- 
mining the strength of a dosage. 
They built thick-walled lead con- 
tainers in which to store the 
material while measurements are 
taken. And they built stainless 
steel tables, a “hot lab” with walls 
of non-porous materials and three- 
inch thick lead blocks that can 
be built up as protective walls 
behind which they can work with 
the radioactive substances. 

If any material spills on the 
floor, they can’t just wipe it up. 
They haye to tear up the asphalt 
tiling and replace it. The exposed 
piece of flooring can’t just be 
thrown on a garbage heap. It 
must be kept for eight days to cut 
down its radioactivity. Then it is 
sent to the “burial grounds” 
where Washington University 
scientists dispose of their exposed 
material by burying it under- 
ground. 

While working with their “mer- 
chandise” the boys also wear on 
their lapels metal holders con- 
taining dental film. Each week 
the films are sent to Oak Ridge 
to be developed. If they show 
too much exposure to radioactiv- 
ity, the affected man is advised 
to cut down on his work the fol- 
lowing week. 

Now that both their own set-up 
and that of Jewish Hospital has 
been inspected and approved by 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
the firm is beginning to receive 
atoms from Oak Ridge. The in- 
tricacy of the operation by which 
these atoms travel from the nu- 
clear energy pile which is used 
to make A-bombs into a patient's 
body at the hospital is indicated 
by the remarkable statistic that 
the atoms contained in the 10,000 
shipments made from Oak Ridge 
in the last four years weighed a 
grand total of only two ounces. 
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HE “hot stuff’ received by 

Konneker and Morganstern is 

a tasteless, colorless liquid 
which comes in tiny glass bottles 
which are wrapped in glass fiber. 
The wrapped bottle is then placed 
in a cylinder with lead walls 1/2 
inches thick and the _ cylinder 
comes in a foot-square wooden 
box marked “Danger—Radioac- 
tive Material.” 

When these delicate bundles 
reach their store, the boys un- 
crate them gingerly, survey the 
wrappings to make sure they are 
not radioactive and check whether 
the activity in the bottle agrees 
with the amount marked on the 
shipping ticket. The liquid is then 
transferred to a bigger bottle and 
diluted with distilled water for 
greater safety. When making a 
transfer, the boys have to wash 
out the original bottle carefully 
because the atoms, like invigible 
sirup, like to cling to the glass. 

All these dealings with “hot” 
material are handled with tongs 
behind lead walls. The boys see 


what they are doing by way of a 
mirror arrangement so that they 
need not bend over the wall. 
Then, when a hospital calls for, 
say, 50 microcuries of radioactive 
iodine, they get the dosage by 
sucking the proper amount out of 
the bottle with a two-foot remote- 
control glass pipette. The medi- 
cine is bottled, wrapped in glass 
wool, placed in another glass con- 
tainer which then goes into a 
portable lead~ safe. which is 
strapped into their car. 
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OON the young men will have 
S: special panel truck to make ning his 300-acre farm, hunting 


deliveries. There isn’t likely to 
be another truck in town making 
a’special trip to deliver goods that 
weigh nothing, look like nothing, 
smell like nothing, and may still 
lick some canctrs. 

At the hospital, the atomic 
medicine is either injected into 
the patient’s veins or, in the case 
of thyroid cases, handed to him 
in a paper cup. The famous 
“atomic cocktail” has to be han- 
dled with care by Konneker, 
Morganstern and the hospital 
personnel because they are ex- 
posed to radioactivity all the time. 
The patient, however, finds it 
totally harmless, painless and 
downright dull. About 24 hours 
after he has downed it, though, 
his doctors can survey him for 
radioactivity and draw a lot of 
life-saving conclusions by the 
amount and location of the ac- 
tivity. 

Konneker and Morganstern also 
expect to have a lot of industrial 
uses for material they get from 
Oak Ridge. For instance, they 
will soon receive 1700 millicuries 
of an element known as Cobalt 60 
which is so strong that it has to 
be buried underground in a con- 
crete vault and can only be han- 
dled by poles 15 feet long. It 
can detect flaws in welds and 
castings; help mix paints and 
chemicals; determine whether an 
oil wears out an engine; and 
check the thickness of paper, 
metal and paint surfaces. 


None of this is getting the 
neighborhood of Sutter avenue 
particularly excited. Konneker 
and Morganstern suspected that 
when they first installed large ta- 
bles the neighbors thought they 
were getting ready to open a 
gambling joint. Now that pass- 
ersby have an idea that some- 
thing technical is going on in the 
shop they come in and ask to 
have their radios and TV sets re- 
paired. 

“It also happens,” Morganstern 
says, “that our telephone num- 
ber used to belong to a cab com- 
pany. All day long people call 
us for cabs. I wish we had some. 
We could do a thriving business.” 

And Konneker puts in: “It’s just 
hard for most people to under- 
stand what we're doing. Why, we 
meet friends and relatives and 
they ask us what we’re doing. We 
tell them we're consultants in 
nuclear physics. Most of them 
just says ‘Oh’ and start talking 
about the weather.”

OXFORD, Miss., Dec. 9 (AP), 


ILLIAM FAULKNER, whose 
W ates are known for their vio- 

lence and terror, is a gentle 
Mississippian who says “I believe 
in people.” 

And though he won the 1949 
Nobel prize for literature, he 
calls himself “a farmer who just 
happens to like to write. I'm 
not a literary man.” 


Though his stories deal with 
the Southern scene, he says he 
is not concerned with regional 
problems but with “human prob- 
lems. Observations on man — 
that’s my trade,” he insists. “I’m 
not a sociologist. 

“I wrote about Mississippi be- 
cause it’s all I know. I've lived 
here all my life, and any time 
I've been away I’ve come back 
as soon as possible.” 

Before he left. here for Stock- 
holm to receive the award, he 
gave some of his views in a rare 
interview at his antebellum home. 


* * 

Sitting stiffly in the high- 
ceilinged living room, Faulkner 
gazed at the floor and fingered 
his mustache as he told how 
he felt about winning the high- 
est international honor for such 
works as “Intruder in_ the 
Dust,” “Light in August,” “The 
Bear” and “Sanctuary.” 

“The honor is to the work,” 
he said. “It doesn’t matter so 
much who does it, what his 
name is, what sort of bloke he 
is in private life—so long as 
the work uplifted, strengthened 
or did something to other 
hearts.” 
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HE DECIDED to go to Stock- 
holm largely because his 17-year- 
old daughter, Jill, wanted to ac- 
company him. 

But he hated to give up his 
cherished privacy. His face 
showed pain and his eyes flashed: 
“My soul is not my own until this 
whole mess is over. 

“But the trip will be a success 
if Jill enjoys it.” 

Did he see any grounds for 
optimism in the present trends 
in the South? 

“We're in a bad time. There 
are no longer any problems. Man 
is faced with one question: 
Whether he’s going to get blown 
up. There used to be problems 
of courage, honor, chastity, virtue. 


.« » « They. don’t exist any more. 


There are only ‘angles.’ 


“But man is immortal. He'll 


* work out his predicament in time, 


not by his own efforts. He'll out- 
last his trouble. I’m inclined to 
believe it’ll come of sheer neces- 
sity. Some day we'll run out of 
angles and have to get back to 
virtues.”

What about the published 
Statement of Albin Krebs, 
young editor of the University 
of Mississippi campus paper, 
who urged admittance of Ne- 
groes to the university graduate 
school? 

“I think that young man 
stated something that sooner 
or later his papa will have to 
accept.”” Perhaps, he added,

To accompany this 
dish, you may like sweet potato 
puffs for which mashed sweet 
potatoes furnish the foundation. 
The casserole may be cooked, cov- 
ered, for half an hour or so in 
a moderate oven, then the tem- 
perature may be raised, the cov- 
er removed and baking continued 
while the puffs are browning. 

For any number of other 
ways that sweet potatoes or 
yams, as we call those with the 
moist, golden flesh, can be pre- 
pared—they are generally cooked 
in a brown sugar syrup until 
they are “candied.” They are de- 
licious parboiled, pared, sliced 
and sauteed in butter or- bacon 
fat. And don’t forget that they 
make a marvelous filling for a 
pie when flavored with brown 
sugar, and sherry or rum.

FOR A BROILER meal, ar- 


range pork chops on greased 
broiler rack of preheated broil- 
er. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per. Turn heat to medium and 
broil on both sides about four 
inches from heat until well 
browned. After chops have been 
turned, arrange sliced, cored ap- 
ples and sliced, cooked sweet 
potatoes on the broiler. Baste 
with fat from the pan. Sprinkle 
both apples and potatoes light- 
ly with brown sugar and con- 
tinue cooking until sugar is 
melted. 

For sweet potato puffs, use two 
cups mashed sweet potatoes 
(about six medium potatoes), two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
melted; one egg yolk, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon nutmeg, orange juice, 
one egg white, stiffly beaten. 

Combine sweet potatoes, butter 
or margaine, egg yolk, season- 
ing and enough orange juice to 
moisten. Fold in beaten egg 
white. Drop batter by tablespoon- 
ful, two inches apart, on greased 
baking. sheet. Bake in hot oven 
500 degrees F. about 10 minutes 
until lightly browned.

It is probable that such units 
could take the field in three or 


four months, which is about the 
length of time it would take in 
any case to mobilize the units, 
move them to concentration areas 
and prepare them for transporta- 
tion to any overseas theater. 
The drawback is that the sec- 
ond system would not give us as 
much man-power RIGHT AWAY, 
to meet the immediate emergen- 
cy, as would the straight two- 
year draft.

President James B. Conant of 
Harvard University, writing in 
Look Magazine, has called for a 
straight, simple plan of two years’ 
service for all young men, begin- 
ning at the age of 18, with vir- 
tually no exemptions.

Looking Ahead 


in Washington

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 
MERICAN officials say West- 
ern European defense plan- 
ners will have to raise their 

sights if the vast North Atlantic 
rearmament effort is to keep on 
schedule. 

One European government came 
up recently with a proposal to 
produce 500 rifles a year. It was 
told a mass production line ought 
to turn out 50,000. 

The trouble is that Western Eu- 
rope’s munitions industry was 
largely destroyed by the Nazis. 
Expert survey teams are at work 
to see what needs to be done to 
get it going again. 


Japanese Allies?—It doesn’t ap- 
pear likely that Japanese man- 
power will be thrown into the 
battle in Korea. 

The idea of drawing on Japan’s 
vast reservoir of trained ex-sol- 
diers may seem attractive, but the 
prospect is that the Allies will 
stand on their position that the 
nation must be disarmed. 

Many nations, especially those 
that felt the Japanese thrust dur- 
ing the war, fear that if Japanese 
are put into the line in Korea it 
might lead to the rebirth of a 
Japanese army. In fact a minor- 
ity in Japan is believed to be 
pushing the idea with just that in 
mind. In general there is little 
enthusiasim among Japanese for 
entering the war. 

Another reason for hesitation is 
that the Russians undoubtedly 
would make propaganda about 
the western nations making the 
Japanese “fight their battles for 
them.” 


United States Sales Tax?— 
Some Senators are talking about 
a federal sales tax bill for next 
session. They say such a tax 
would go a long way toward pay- 
ing off huge defense expendi- 
tures. 

However, such a bill would 
meet violent opposition unless 
the necessities of life were ex- 
empted—and some opposition 
even then. 

Night Chute Jumps — Night 
practice and experimental para- 
chute jumps have been suspended 
by the Air Force’s rescue service 
until new equipment and tech- 
niques are made available. How- 
ever, night jumps will be made 
in line of duty when necessary to 
aid people in distress. 


Navy Doctors — Under present 
Navy plans the 570 naval reserve 
doctors called up and lent to the 
Army will be kept on active duty 
by the Navy after the Army re- 
leases them. 

Instruments — The Civil Aero- 
nautics Board is planning an or- 
der to require airlines to stand- 
ardize - their instruments’ with 
those in military transport planes. 

This results from experience 
during the Pacific air lift, when 
crews had to be instructed on 
deviations in the location of basic 
flight instruments when assigned 
to strange planes. Crews must be 
completely interchangeable to 
make full use of transports since 
it takes about four crews to keep 
one busy.

PARIS, Dec. 9—While many dis- | 
tinguished Frenchmen have pro- 
duced witty works about America, | 
the strange and funny land across 
the sea, the ordinary Frenchman 


has not even had a chance to 
form a real opinion. Now, under 
the technical assistance program 
of ECA, hundreds of French work- 
ing men and women have had a 
chance to take a look at the Amer- 
ican scene. 

To judge by Mme. Simone Trois- 
gros, a handsome metallurgical 
worker and trade union official 
from Paris, and by Marcel Doc- 
trinal, an alert and well-groomed 
young carpenter from Orleans, 
the impression is critical but fa- 
vorable. 

Ameri:ans Well Off But Sad. 

“Americans are wonderfully 
well off, but most of them don't 
seem to know how to make the 
most of their well being. Many 
of them seem to be sad and dis- 
contented,” is one of their most 
interesting observ’ tion, 

They were uulv impressed by 

the number of electric refrigera- 
fors and washing machines in 
American workmen’s homes. They 
did not attach as much importance 
to television sets or automobiles 
except as signs of solvency. 
' Mme. Troisgros estimates that 
the average workman's income in 
the United States is between three 
and four times the income of a 
French workman. 

They both think that American 
emplovers are more enlightened 
than their own French emplovers. 
They think it smart of the Amer- 
icans to pay high wages to build 


up consumer buying power. They 


do not think that the American 
workman is any smarter or works 


any harder than his French oppo- 


site number. 
Impressed by Machinery. 

“I was astounded by _ the 
amount of fine modern machinery 
in most plants,” says Doctrinal. 
“They must have 10 times as 
much as we generally have. Be- 
cause of that and their better 
methods of organizing work they 
naturally gét higher production, 
but they don’t work any harder, 
and I think, that the ordinary 
workman probably has 
more skill.”

The subcommittee is caution- 
ing that a new study may be 
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necessary at intervals of a few 
vears. Gov. Forrest Smith of Mis- 
souri is especially concerned over | 
the water supply because of the 
needs of a number of Missouri 
towns. 

The need for an assured sup- 
ply of water was stressed in the 
round-up here by Charles E. 
Brokaw, Commerce Department 
member of Interagency. Describ- 
ing the industrial possibilities of 
the basin, he said there were no- 
table chemical processes which 
could be brought into this terri- 
tory, if a stable water supply 
were certain. 

For example, he said, an indus- 
trial alcohol plant might be es- 
tablished. It would use 6000 bush- | 
els of wheat daily, only a trickle 
out of the basin’s vast grain pro- 
duction, but its operation would. 
demand 1,000,000 gallons of water | 
a day. | 

The Missouri! basin, Brokaw 
reported, “is coming in for a lot 
of attention from the Munitions 
Board and the National Security 
Resources Board in their plan- 
ning.” This reflects the idea of. 
decentralizing industry as a se- 
curity measure. 

Query on Disastrous Floods. 


“When can we hope to shut off 
the disastrous main-stem floods?” 
Gov. Val Peterson of Nebraska, 
chairman of the Missouri River 
States Committee, demanded at 
Interagency. 

Gen. Sturgis said in reply that 
this year’s flood would not have 
gone over the Missouri's banks, 
if Garrison and Fort Randall dams 
had been done.

Significant of the new approach 
'to U.M.T., which is expected to 
‘compel more serious attention in 
the next Congress than it has in 
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the past, is the attitude of edu- 
-cators. Most of them have been

The American Association of 
Universities, of which Frederick 
A. Middlebush, president of the 
University of Missouri, is head, 
came out for U.M.T. in a special 
meeting in New York. 

The resolution said there should 
be no exemptions ‘save only on 
the basis of some extreme physi- 
cal, mental or moral disability 
substantially to inhibit the possi- 
bility of useful employment.” 
President James Bryant Conant 
of Harvard went further than that 
in an article in a national maga- 
zine this week. 

Recommends Two Years. 
Dr. Conant would have youths 
serve two years and even the 
physically handicapped would be 
paid the same rate as men in 
training, and be given noncombat- 
ant military “housekeeping” train- 
ing. 

Defense officials who have been 
studying U.M.T. in the light of 
the new world emergencies, say 
most of the junior officers needed 
to train the 18-year-old men— 
who would not be put into com- 
bat jeopardy—could be drawn 
from approved college and uni- 
versity cadet corps. 

Large expansion of the services, 
however, would require expansion 
of officer training schools as 
they were in the last war for ac- 
ceptance of civilian volunteer of- 
ficer candidates and for training 
men from the enlisted ranks. 
The Army has commissioned 
nearly 700 men this year at the 
Fort Riley (Kan.) school, all can- 
didates drawn from the ranks. 

In addition more than 300 en- 
listed men and warrant officers 
have been made second lieuten- 
ants under fire in Korea. 

The Navy has commissioned 853 
men this year from the enlisted 
ranks after special schooling and 
more than 9000 civilians have won 
commissions in all branches of 
the Naval service.

Gift Books for Children

find a Christmas present 

for a child among the sea- 
sonal flood of juvenile books 
can enjoy himself while he is 
discharging a duty if he will 
take enough time really to ex- 
amine the lot. He can't look 
too closely, to be sure, and get 
through a large number. But 
if he makes a generous sam- 
pling he is sure to find many 
that will touch his feelings and 
his imagination; and, perhaps, 
make him wish he was a boy 
again if only for a night. 

There is an abundance and a 
variety and they range from 
the remote past of Ancient 
Greece to the distant future of 
interplanetary travel. Picture 
and pop-up books for the small 
fry are gayer than ever. Amer- 
ican history is made painless. 
And every age group has been 
thought of and aimed at. 

Conspicuous among the books 
that appeal to any child who 
can read (or to any grownup, 
who hasn’t abandoned the habit), 
is THE SECOND ST. NICH- 
OLAS ANTHOLOGY edited by 
Henry Steele Commager (Ran- 
dom House, $5). It is crammed 
full with delightful stuff *and 
since these stories have already 
shown that they have a peren- 
nial appeal it is not too risky to 
say this book will prove a last- 
ing treasure. 

Selections from this © de- 
servedly famous children’s mag- 
azine include stories and ar- 
ticles by Jack London, Mark 
Twain, Rachel Field, Bret 
Harte, Alfred Tennyson, Rupert 
Hughes, Dorothy Canfield Fish- 
er, Emily Dickinson and other 
literary notables.

Another volume which should 
survive many a Christmas is the 
TRAPP FAMILY BOOK OF 
CHRISTMAS SONGS arranged 
for voice and piano by Agath 
Trapp (Pantheon, $2.50). Here 
we have the traditional carols, 
including songs from all Chris- 
tian ages and many lands. 
Each song of foreign origin is 
given in both its original lan- 
guage and in English. Piano 
and voice arrangements are not 
too difficult for younger vocal- 
ists who wish to make a joyful 
holiday noise.

SET of diverting stories 
A and classic poems with a 

wide age-range appeal is 
to be found in A TREASURY 
OF HORSE STORIES by Mar- 
garet Cabell Self (Barnes & Co., 
$3.75). In the 57 selections, some 
plain hilarious and others dra- 
matic, many of the famous 
horses of history and literature 
are featured, from Pegasus and 
the centaurs to Paul Revere's 
charger. There are draft horses, 
thoroughbreds, wild range 
horses, flat racers, steeplechas- 
ers and hunters. 

The author, who has several 
books on horses and riding to 
her credit, was born in Virginia. 
She might well be the horse- 
womar Claiborne Calhoun, of 
Isabel Scott Rorick’s “Just 
Cause,” from “Mr. and Mrs. 
Cr zat,” included in this volume. 

Another excellent book about 
horses is HORSES’ ARE 
FOLKS (Harper, $3.50), by C. 
W. Anderson, who draws a par- 
allel between horse and man, 
often to the disadvantage of the 
latter. 

The prima donnas and the in- 

dividualists found in the equine 
family are interestingly illus- 
trated by Anderson. Teen-agers 
as well as adult lovers of horses 
or admirers of art works would 
enjoy this witty, beautiful illus- 
trated book and its 15 full-page 
lithographs and 20 sketches by 
the author. 
NIGHT AND THE CAT, by 
Elizabeth Coatsworth (Mac- 
millan, $3), is an exquisite edi- 
tion rontaining poems appealing 
to lovers of cats and kittens. 
The very young will appreciate 
“Sunday,” describing the cat as 
a storekeeper; it will take the 
reader of more advanced years 
to appreciate many of the poems 
portraying the cat in his various 
moods. For me, Foujita’s superb 
pen and ink drawings are worth 
the price of admission. 

Fifty masterpieces of chil- 
dren's literature, nicely printed 
and beautifully illustrated, have 
been compiled by Mrs. Betty 
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Ilustration from "The Golden Circus.” 


O’Connor in BETTER HOMES 
AND GARDENS STORYBOOK 
(Meredith, $2.95). They include 
the homespun familiarity of 
Peter Rabbit, the lyrical non- 
sense of Edward Lear and the 
animal rustics of Joel Chandler 
Harris. 

In order to present each 
story and poem just the way the 
author intended it to be pre- 
sented, illustrations from the 
most famous editions of these 
works, some of them nearly a 
half-century old, have been 
carefully reproduced. There are 
more than 600 illustrations, 
many of them in color. Those 
of “The House That Jack 
Built” are by Randolph Calde- 
cott, first illustrator of chil- 
dren's hooks and the artist for 
whom the famous Caldecott 
award was named. Even the 
type of paper varies according 
to that found in the original 
edition: the familiar Beatrix 
Potter’s famous “Peter Rabbit” 
is on fine gloss as in the dimin- 
utive edition; Palmer Cox’s 
“Brownie Circus” looks like a 
page right out of the old St. 
Nicholas magazine.

For putting spice into the 
telling of American history, the 
LANDMARK books?

From Chris- 
topher Columbus to the Wright 
brothers, they set forth in clear 
and lively manner the major 
events of American history. The

L Churchill Adds to the Record 


INCE the gift of a book always carries with it a certain judg- 
Qn on the taste of the recipient the giver assumes a risk 


that shouldn’t be delegated to someone else. 


Even if he is 


cautious and tactful he can still make a mistake; such as sending 
a copy of “Live Alone and Like It” to a lady who has just parted 


“forever” from her betrothed. 


But if you give what you would 


like yourself your conscience should be reasonably clear for you 
have paid your friend the compliment of assuming that his taste 


is as good as you can imagine. 
In the light of the foregoing, I 
should offer no recommenda- 
tions to anybody, not even to 
the ideal reader. This, however, 
is not only the holiday season 
but the closing month of the 
year, so a brief backward glance 
at a few of the important titles 
of the year is indicated. 

“The Wall” by John Hersey, 
published in February, is still 
the best novel of the year. Its 
bigness of scale derives as much 
from its affecting moral tone as 
from its length, its richness and 
variety of material, or its depth 
of characterization. It’s a tragic 
book, as it would have to be 
since it deals with the Jews of 
Warsaw and the enormities they 
suffered at the hands of their 
Nazi conquerors. But it is above 
all an absorbing story. 

Another fictional work which 
bears the marks of a cultivated 
mind operating through a highly 
skilled craftsmanship is? Budd 
Schulberg’s “The Disenchant- 
ed.” Mr. Schulberg tells the 
story of a young American 
writer, near to genius, who be- 
comes fouled up in the accesso- 
ries of his own success. If Man- 
ley Halliday had been a cock- 
tail party and Sunday supple- 
ment author he would have 
taken the cash and the noto- 
riety and let the credit go. But 
Halliday knows he is wasting 
himself and dishonoring his 
talent but he can’t resist the 
glamour, excitement and luxury 
of the temptations associated 
with his fame. 

ee eee 
"HERE’S something rather 
T awful in the final scenes 
describing Halliday’s shock- 
ing and scandalous fadeout. 
Perhaps it’s a bit excessive. 
But Mr. Schulberg is an engag- 
ing writer who has been touched 
deeply by his subject. 

These two are serious novels. 
A lighter one is “The Little 
World-of Don Camillo” by Gio- 
vanni Guareschi. They say the 
Communists didn’t like this one 
for the reason, no doubt, that 
one of the two chief characters 
is an Italian Communist leader 
who is represented as being 
humorous and gallant toward 
his ideological foe, the village 
priest. That isn’t kosher; not for 
a comrade. Mr. Guareschi, an 


Italian journalist, offers in his 
sparkling little book the salt 
of humor and the leaven of 
worldly wisdom. 

Turning to non-fiction, I think 
“The Irreverent Mr. Mencken” 
by Edgar Kemler establishes a 
new perspective on the famous 
“Sage of Baltimore.” Mencken, 
who in his florid years seemed 
to take nothing seriously, made 
an exception in favor of him- 
self; he actually hoped to fo- 
ment an intellectual revolution 
in the United States, a revolu- 
tion which would establish a 
mental elite whicn could call 
the turn for the unthinking 
“‘booboisie.” It is a_ lucid treat- 
ment of an attractive—if slight- 
ly haywire — American char- 
acter.

NE of the most interesting 
0 and informative biographies 

of the year is “John C. 
Calhoun: American Portrait” by 
Margaret L. Coit. Calhoun the 
man is shown in the round 
without neglecting the issues 
which he expounded and the 
events which shadowed the last 
years of his life. A book of 
scholarship which has _per- 
tinence for our times and 
which is clearly if closely ar- 
gued, is David Popper’s “The 
Open Society and Its Enemies,” 
which will be reviewed at a 
later date in these pages. The 
“Open Society” is the free, 
democratic society and fore- 
most in its list of entmies is 
Plato. Prof. Popper has no 
trouble in making a direct con- 
nection between Plato’s ‘“Re- 
public” and the modern totali- 
tarian. 

These are not all the good 
books, but they are definitely 
made of stuff that outlasts the 
fashion of the moment. A com- 
prehensive check list will be 
found on Pages 5 and 6. Before 
signing off, however, I must 
mention the fact that one of the 
outstanding books of the year 
was written 200 years ago. This 
is Boswell’s London Journal. 
Boswell’s close relationship to 
Dr. Johnson has prevented to 
some extent a close considera- 
tion of his. own literary merits. 
This fascinating chronicle shows 
plainly enough that Boswell was 
a gifted writer if not. al- 
ways an exemplary moral figure. 


THE HINGE OF FATE, by Winston 
Churchill. (Houghton, Mifflin Co.,

OUR volumes of Churchill's 
F wear memoirs are now at 

hand. The first of these told 
of events leading up to World 
War II; the second was the 
story of Britain standing alone 
against the Axis powers; ‘the 
third recounted the ripening 
alliance between Britain and 
the United States. The fourth, 
just published, tells of the turn 
of “The Hinge of Fate” from 
“almost uninterrupted disaster 
to almost unbroken success.” 
One more volume is to complete 
the tale. 

It is almost impossible to 
praise Caesar adequately—and 


. one must hope to be spared the 


necessity for burying him for 
some years to come, for Win- 
ston Churchill is a very great 
human being indeed. Whatever 
his failings as a party politician 
—and his record of party 
switches would seem to indi- 
cate an ability to put principle 
above party at some times— 
Churchill has an unquestionable 
magnificence both as an actor 
in the pageant of his times and 
as a recorder of the same. 

And in reading the history of 
even so recent a past, one is 
tempted to seek illumination 
for the present. Again we must 
deal one way or another with 
Russia’s Stalin. Again there are 
vast political complexities as- 
sociated with the war. 

* * * 

HURCHILL’S observations 
(‘os Stalin are based both on 

first-hand conferences and 
on correspondence. Some of the 
latter were “rough and surly.” 
Most of the personal confer- 
ences were pleasant, though the 
two men were not always in 
agreement. 

When Churchill explained to 
Stalin the impending North 
African campaign, he was 
“deeply impressed” by “the 
Russian dictator’s swift and 
complete mastery of a problem 
hitherto novel to him. ... He 
saw it all in a flash.” And 
Stalin seemed pleased with the 
African plan, though’ he had 
been trying hard to get the 
Allies to invade the European 
continent as early as 1942. 

The next day, however, Stalin 
had changed, seeming to scorn 
the African plan, returning to 
his monotonous demand for a 
“second front” in Europe. “I 
think the most probable (ex- 
planation),” says Churchill, ‘‘is 
that his Council of Commissars 
did not take the news I brought 
as well as he did. They may 
have more power than we sup- 
pose, and less knowledge.” 

In the course of his meetings 
with Stalin, Churchill had occa- 
sion to observe reactions not 
directly connected with their 
immediate interests. Stalin 
kissed his daughter. Stalin only 
sipped his drink, during the 
many toasts. 
asked Stalin if the Russian had 
forgiven the Englishman for 
the latter’s part in the Allied 
intervention, following the Bol- 
shevik revolution, Stalin replied 
in very un-Godless language: 
“All that is in the past, and 
the past belongs to God.” 

Stalin delighted in teasing

Molotov, though he offered 
praise for his lieutenant too. 
“There is one thing about Molo- 
tov—he can drink.” And Stalin 
was not above goading Church- 
ill in a soft spot: “Has the Brit- 
ish Navy no sense of glory?” 

Finally, Stalin told Churchill 
the liquidation of the Kulaks 
was “a terrible struggle” worse 
than the war, with 10,000,000 
dissident Russians to be dealt 
with. Said Stalin: “The great 
bulk were ... wiped out.’ Not 
unnaturally, Churchill had an 
“impression ... of millions of 
men and women being blotted 
out or displaced forever.”

HE phrase ‘unconditional 

T surrender first came _ to 
public notice when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt used it during 
a press conference at the Casa- 
blanca meeting with Churchill. 
This raises a whole roster of 
questions in today’s context: 
How much compromise is pos- 
sible with Russia, with China? 
Gen. Eisenhower, in his war 
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Fishing Gadgets 
HOW TO TEMPT A FISH. (Popular 
Mechanics Press, 128 pqs. $2.) 

UNDREDS of suggestions 
H:: to how ordinary articles 

around the house can be 
utilized as aids in fishing are 
included in this small, but 
compact, book, which looks 
like a minor edition of a Popu- 
lar Mechanics magazine. 

There are tips for scaling 
fish by using such things as an 
old clock spring, the toe of an 
old storm rubber and a pair of 
pliers. Right in the Popular 
Mechanies line is the sugges- 
tion for using a section of in- 
ner tube, with a few changes, 
as a water container for camp 
or as a glove for reaching into 
cold water. 

Fly-casting, bait-casting and 
salt-water fishing are discussed 
in separate chapters in a fash- 
ion easy for the inexperienced 
angler to. comprehend. Baits 
used in the various types of 
fishing are effectively shown 
in natural colors. 

The book makes a noble at- 
tempt to describe how fish can 
be caught and it probably suc- 
ceeds as well as possible with- 
out. asking the fish. Its real 
appeal, however, appears to be 
in the ingenious devices and 
gadgets explained with dia- 
grams and charts. At heart 
every fisherman is a gadget- 
ecr.

memoirs, is quick to disavow 
the phrase. It was used, he says, 
“some time after I had returned 
to Algiers” from the Casablanca 
conference. 

Max Ascoli in “The Fall of 
Mussolini” expresses an opinion 
that the unconditional surren- 
der formula was inappropriate 
as applied to Italy, and Church- 
ill is inclined to agree. In his 
memo to the War Cabinet, 
Churchill recommends exempt- 
ing Italy from “unconditional” 


‘terms. He quickly backed Roose- 


velt, however, and now ex- 
presses the unqualified opinion 
that use of the unconditional 
surrender formula did _ not 
lengthen the war. 

“Mr. Bevin in the House of 
Commons on July 21, 1949,” 
records Churchill, “gave a lurid 
account of the difficulties he 
had had to encounter in re- 
building Germany after the war 
through the policy of ‘uncon- 
ditional surrender’ on which he 
said neither he nor the War 
Cabinet had ever been con- 
sulted at the time. I replied on 
the spur of the moment, with 
equal inaccuracy ar:.d good faith, 
that the first time I heard the 
words was from the lips of the 
President at the Casablanca 
press conference.” In fact, both 
Churchill and the War Cabinet 
had been consulted in advance 
of the Roosevelt statement. 
Churchill's moral: “Memories 

. Should never be trusted 
without verification.” 
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lel between the French Ad- 

miral Darlan and the Ko- 
rean Syngman Rhee. Neither 
satisfies our notion of a good 
democrat; both have enjoyed 
American support at one time 
or another. 

Searching through the au- 
thoritative war memoirs pub- 
lished to date, it is possible to 
identify the error in the Darlan 
episode. It was not so much 
that it was wrong to try to save 
American lives by “using” what- 
ever political means are at 
hand. As Roosevelt said at the 
time, “It is permitted you in 
time of grave danger to walk 
with the devil until you have 
crossed the bridge,” quoting an 
alleged Orthodox Church prov- 
erb. Or as Churchill messaged 
Eisenhower: “Anything for the: 
battle.” 

The error was in having mis- 
judged in the first place that 
the “good” Gen. Giraud could 
enforce a “cease-fire” order on 
the French in North Africa. As 
Eisenhower messaged Roosevelt: 
“Existing French sentiment in 
North Africa does not even re- 
motely resemble prior calcula- 
tions.” Darlan, not a_ stupid 
man, described Giraud accu- 
rately: “Politically he is a child.” 

When Giraud proved a broken 
crutch, the American military 
authorities on the spot had to 
grasp for any available support, 
in this case Darlan. Despite 
Darlan’s very’ evil record, 
Churchill says “I never had the 
slightest doubt that it was my 
duty to support Gen. Eisen- 
hower and to save the lives of 
the soldiers...” 

And after Darlan was assassi- 
nated: “Let him rest in peace, 
and let us all be thankful we 
have never had to face the 
trials under which he broke.”

HE white blossom of the 
red haw became the Mis- 
souri state flower on March 

16, 1923. Few acts of the Mis- 

souri Legislature have been less 

subject to criticism. 

Almost everyone who ever 
had a Midwestern childhood 
knows about red haws. Small 
boys may eat their tiny apples 
without stint. Little girls may 
string them into ruby neck- 
laces. The yellow warbler, indi- 
go bunting, song sparrow and 
goldfinch nest, feed and sing 
in hawthorn groves. Cattle 
browse the foliage as high as 
they can reach. Squirrels carry 
away the haws and field mice 
store the seeds. 

The farmer calls the red haw 


tree, which may grow as high 
as 40 feet, by the uncomplimen- 
tary name of Thorn Apple. But 
he means no discredit. He ad- 
mires its clusters of bright red 
fruits and he looks each fall to 
see its leaves turn through yel- 
low and orange to copper color. 
And after its quite naked stand 
throughout the winter and 
spring comes, the most familiar 
wild flowers lift themselves in 
its shelter —bluebells, white 
snakeroots, touch-me-nots, sweet 
cicely and the nodding water- 
leaf. For each red haw tree and 
each grove of Thorn Apples is 
a quaint, yet subtle and self- 
contained world of its own. 

Such is the sort of informa- 
tion which Donald Peattie puts 
into this handsomely arranged 
and printed book. Illustrations 
are by Paul Landacre.

been long, close and virtual- 

ly continuous. As head of the 
now famous missionary hospital 
at Lambarene in the French 
Congo he has, from necessity, 
conducted a running war with 
greater and lesser representa- 
tives of the animal kingdom. 
The termites tried to undermine 
his buildings, the elephants 
trampled his gardens, tigers 
raided his poultry and the hip- 
popotami sometimes waylaid his 
patients as they traveled up and 
down the Ogowe River. 

He doesn’t think of it as war 
and to him it is one of the 
cruel paradoxes of life that 
man, to some extent, must sac- 
rifice other living creatures in 
order to survive. Beyond this 
necessity, however, he will 
never go. He will not even 
brush an ant from his sleeve 
merely for the sake of greater 
comfort for ants too must be 
respected by those who have 
“reverence for life.” 

7, | 
HE extent to which Dr. 
Schweitzer has carried this 
principle of reverence may 
seem quixotic or sentimental. 

Those who have known him 

closely say he is neither; that 

he is practical and forthright 
and that when he is binding up. 
the wounds of a young deer or 
giving special dietary treatment 
to a stray dog he is very much 
the business-like, work-a-day 
doctor. And of course his hu- 
man charges always come first. 

Feeling as he does about ani- 
mals it is only natural that 
many pets have been attached 
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to the Lambarene Hospital from 
time fo time. Several of these 
—the pelican that stood guard 
over the hospital entrance, the 
domesticated wild boar that in- 
on going to church— 
figure prominently in the anec- 
dotal contents of the book listed 
above. Dr. Schweitzer also tells 
stories about leopards, encoun- 
ters with snakes, gorillas and 
hippopotami; and discourses in 
general on the fauna and flora 
of the jungle.

OME of the stories are from 
S his own experiences. Others 

are passed on second hand 
from missionaries, explorers 
and hunters who stopped, in 
passing, at the hospital. All 
have a peculiar charm derived 
in part from Dr. Schweitzer’s 
simplicity of expression; in part 
from the warmth of feeling that 
always comes to the surface 


“even when he is confining him- 


self to the plainest of facts. 

The various chapters and sub-* 
divisions of the Book have been 
taken from many other previous 
publications and writings. The 
chapters devoted to animals are 
preceded by a translator’s intro- 
duction and followed by a dis- 
cussion of Dr. Schweitzer’s 
ethics and his inquiries into the 
ethical teachings of China and 
India. 

Altogether it is something of 
a hodge-podge. This only means 
that one doesn’t have to read it 
all at one time. It can be taken 
at the beginning, the end or in 
the middle with the certainty 
that whatever the eye falls on 
will yield a rewarding tale or 
a provocative philosophical 
thought.

Handsome New Editions of 
Celebrated Works

HE Heritage Press, which 
T every year reissues several 

handsomely bounc and well 
illustrated classics for the 
Christmas s.ason, has selected 
four well-known titles and two 
that are not so well-known for 
this year. All six, however, are 
admirably suited for Christmas 
gifts, especially at the price of 
$5 per volume. The titles and 
authors: “Confessions of an 
English Opium Eater,” by 
Thor.-* de Quincey; “The Three 
Muskcteers,” by Alexander 
Dumas; “Old Goriot,” by Hon- 
ore de Balzac; “The Turn of the 
Screw,” by Henry James; “The 
Golden Cockerel,” by Alexander 
Pushkin; “The Physiology of 
Taste,” by Jean Anthelme 
Brillat-Savarin. 

Outstanding as a model of the 
historical romance of adventure, 
love and intrigue, Dumas’ im- 
mortal “The Three Musketeers” 
is enhanced in this edition by 
Edy Legrand’s sweeping full 
page drawings. There are three 
rousing fights in the first 70 
pages and each is illustrated 
vividly. 

The name of d’Artagnan 
should be as familiar to most 
readers as that of Huck Finn 
and certainly more familiar 
than that of Davi’ Copperfield 
or the Rover be s. It has been

Life in Peru 
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DANCING DIPLOMATS, by Hank 
and Dot Kelly, (University of New 
Mexico Press, $4.)

ETWEEN the years 1942 

B x 1944, the late Henry 

Kelly was United States vice 
consul in a Peruvian town 
called Iquitos which is on the 

Amazon river. When he re- 

turned to his native Santa Fe 

he wrote a book about his ex- 
periences, which, of course, is 
not unusual. Standard pro- 
cedure, in fact. What is unusual 
in this case is that the book is 

a good one. 

Iquitos, aside from the charm 
which the tropics exert on some 
people, had little to offer Kelly 
and his bride when they went 
there to live. The climate was 
hot save for two cold, wet 
months in the rainy season, 
Sanitary conditions were primi- 
tive. Food was scarce and ex- 
pensive, unless they wanted to 
live on a diet composed largely 
of pork; and the best means of 
transportation was a bicycle. 
But Henry and Dot were young 
and, perhaps more important, 
possessed a sense of humor. 

It is this sense of humor, 
combined with a keen sense of 
observation which — sets. this 
book apart from most books of 
its type. Few travelers, for in- 
stance, would have found amus- 
ing the town’s single restau- 
rant, owned by Don Martin who 
hated customers so much that 
he actually welcomed the in- 
fluenza season because it dras- 
tically reduced the number of 
potential customers. There were 
more cats in the place than hu- 
mans and Don Martin made 
it plain, when anyone protested, 
that he liked cats better than 
people anyway. 

* * * 
ELLY and his bride took up 

KC habitation in a native house, 

which they furnished large- 
ly in solid mahogany furniture 
made to order. All of which 
cost them a total of $50. Iquitos 
being the center of the ma- 
hogany country. Insccts infest- 

ed anything, but they learned a 

lot of things, such as the fact 

that a few minutes in a hot 
oven will drive all the ants out 
of a loaf of bread, making it, by 

Iquito standards, edible again. 
Their adventures included ef- 

forts to make pets of various 
native animals, with not very 
happy results, and encounters 
with such denizens of the sur- 
rounding countryside as boa 
constrictors. 

Now and then the author di- 
gresses from his interestingly 
detailed accounts of the peo-. 
ple, the flora and the fauna to 
give a bit of history. One of 
the most interesting chapters 
in the book is that devoted to 
the Putumayo rubber scandal 
which was an international sen- 
sation shortly after the turn of 
the century. 
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HE scandal started when it 
was reported that large rub- 
ber companies were hold- 
ing thousands of Peruvian na- 
tives in a state of slavery and 
compelling them to work on the 
rubber plantations. Both Eng- 
land and the United States sent 
commissions to investigate, but 
before the matter was com- 
pletely threshed out the rubber 
boom had collapsed and died. 
Equally interesting is a chap- 
ter dealing with the efforts of 
the United States, during the 
last war, to revive an industry 
which had been dead for many 
years. 

Young Kelly, who is known 
to many St. Louisans, being 
closely related to both the 
Gross and Linton families here, 
returned to Santa Fe in 1945 to 
answer the call of his draft 
board, but was turned down for 
the second time because of 
poor eyesight. An ardent sports- 
man, he set out with a com- 
‘panion in 1947 to brave the tur- 
bulent waters of the Rio 
Grande. But their boat found- 
ered in the rapids, and both 
were drowned. Judging from his 
one book, there is little doubt 
that the literary career he had 
planned to pursue would have 
been a successful one.

UMBER III of the Albert 
N Skira series of “History 

of Modern Painting’ lives 
up to or even surnesses the 
first two handsome volumes. 
This third volume has 112 color 
plates, the second 88 color 
plates and the first one 80. It 
should be noted that the pages 
measure 10 by 13 inches and 


the superb color prints are 
printed separately and inserted. 


The illustrations are selected 
because of their significance in 
relation to the trends of modern 
painting, their importance in 
the general product of particu- 
lar painters and not simply bee 
cause color plates were avail- 
able from previous publications. 


Publisher Skira insists the 
series is not the work of a sin- 
gle person “but the product of 
the collective, well-directed ef- 
forts of all who have contrib- 
uted to its success.” It is by no 
means an attempt to sell the 
reader on modern art. Rather, 
it is a factual recording of the 
history and various develop- 
ments in modern painting from 
1850 to our time... Each book 
covers a separate period. Vol. I 
Baudelaire to Bonnard: the 
Birth of a New Vision, Impres- 
sionism and its Variations. Vol. 
II Matisse, Munch, Rouault: 
Fauvism - Expressionism. Vol. 
III Picasso to Surrealism. 
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ERHAPS the most impor- 
Pian feature of the series is 

the careful selection of sig- 
nificant examples of paintings 
which indicate trends in the 
general development of modern 
painting and fitting them in, or 
rather fitting the text to the 
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Picasso's "Child With a Pigeon” painted in 190! and now in 
a London private collection. 


paintings. The general effect is 
that of going through a museum 
or a special exhibition of the 
history of modern painting with 
an expert guide to explain the 
growth of the movement. 

This is a very different ap- 
proach than that of the expert 
who spins out his theories and 
tosses in illustrations which 
happen to be easily available, 
mostly in black and white. In 
the Skira series, great emphasis 


is placed upon the color illus- 
tration and considerable effort 
and cost must have been ex- 
pended in gathering plates from 
private collectors and museums 
as far apart as Zurich and 
Hollywood. It is the kind of 
show seldom seen under one 
roof, emphasizing as it does the 
history of modern painting, 
and it is quite likely all of these 
paintings will never meet in a 
show except in this series.

From the Quiet Chuckle to 
the Hollywood ‘'Boffo'’

ENERALLY speaking, any- 
GC who sets out to collect 
and compile the best hu- 
mor (or anything else) of this 
year (or any other year) is just 


breeding blisters. Humor, like ~ 


piety, is something everyone is 
in favor of, but regarding the 
nature of which there is some 
pretty sharp disagreement. So 
when the average man picks up 
a book entitled “The Best Hu- 
mor of 1949-50" his critical 
hackles begin to rise and con- 
sciously or subconsciously he is 
asking himself just who these 
birds are that think they are 
the sole and final judges of 
what was funny during the past 
couple of years. Behind this, I 
think, lies a deep-seated feeling 
on the part of Mr. Average 
Reader that when it comes right 
down to it he himself is really 
the best judge of what is fun- 
ny and what isn’t, and he re- 
sents anyone else’s selections. 

But when he opens the book 
his resentment is softened 
somewhat by the_ inevitable 
foreword. This foreword, back- 
ing down hurriedly from the 
title, goes on to say that no- 
body knows better than the an- 
thologists that they are no bet- 
ter qualified to select the best 
humor of the year than the 
reader is. They just stuck that 
title on there for the hell of 
it. The anthologists in this case 
are Louis Untermever (an old 
anthologist from way back) and 


word runs pretty true to form. 
They even wind it up by saying, 
“Lastly it should be said that 
this book is for our favorite 


character: the average reader 
... not the connoisseur of wit—” 

Having thus been softened 
up, I will say that in this case 
Untermeyer and Shikes have 
done a very creditable job of 
sifting the vear’s humor. Not 
only does everything in the 
book qualify as humor, but 
there is a nice representation 
of various types of humor, rang- 
ing in intensity from the quiet 
chuckle to the—as they say in 
Hollywood—boffo.

Each chapter is preceded by 
plates illustrating the catego- 
ries into which the book is di- 
vided. There are more than 
500 objects reproduced, which 
makes the book especially val- 
uable for reference. It deals 
with a bewildering variety of 
tools, padlocks, keys, hinges, 
bolts, escutcheons, knockers. 
grills, nails. caskets, tobacco 
devices, mnutcrackers, knives, 
scissors and other sewing ac- 
cessories, bag frames, rings, 
bonbonnieres, seals, corkscrews, 
candlesticks, lecterns, statues 
and other objects that mot only 
illustrate the handicraft of the 
ironworker but indicate a man- 
ner of living for several cen- 
turies. 

The author's research has led 
him into many historical by- 
ways and it is clear that the 
human association of the va- 
rious objects, such as tools, 
sewing utensils and purse 
mounts has fascinated him as 
much as the craftsmanship that 
produced them. A short sketch 
of the ironworker’s trade or- 
ganization which describes the 
working conditions of the black- 
smiths is included.

HERE is genius in James T. 
Tarren and every book he 

publishes demonstrates the 
fact anew. No other recent au- 
thor has been able quite so 
authentically and convincingly 
to reeord the every-day routine, 
speech and thought and action, 
of ordinary to less-than-ordi- 
nary people. 

He also has a point, to which, 
in spite of ideological pere- 
grinations. he has consistently 
remained faithful—that the cir- 
cumstances of life make people 
less than they might be, and 
that this social law operates 
with increasing severity the far- 
ther down the economic scale 
one goes.

In America 


THE AMERICAN AS REFORMER, 
by Arthur M. Schlesinger. (Hare

HAT are the distinguish- 
W ing marks of American 

liberalism? What forces 
engendered its growth? What 
has been its historical achieve- 
ment? In what condition does it 
find itself today? And what has 
been the nature of the Ameri- 
can conservative opposition? 
These questions are discussed 
by one of the country’s leading 
historians in a series of lectures 
delivered at Pomona College. 
Writing with the wisdom of @ 
lifetime of study and from the 
viewpoint of a practicing lib- 
eral, Prof. Arthur M. Schlesine 
ger, Sr., surveys and evaluates 
the development and persist- 
ence of the American reformist 
tradition. 

The great value of this little 
book is that it places in histori- 
cal perspective the current of 
reform whose contemporary 
name is the “New” or “Fair 
Deal.” 

Where is it that conservatives 
go wrong with predictions that 
liberals have been leading us 
along to a “freedom-less” wele 
fare state? The welfare state, 
itself is no issue. Conservatives 
themselves have long favored 
it. The Founding Fathers 
framed the Constitution with 
the prime purpose of creating 
a government capable of ad- 
ministering to the welfare of 
the citizenry and the long Re- 
publican record of the tariff, 
subsidies, and other encourage- 
ments to business show where 
they stand. 

* * a 


HE point at issue is the 
present - day conservative 
charge that the liberal 
brand of welfare, embracing all 
social groups, will cause us to 
wind up in a slave state. This 
prediction results from a basie 
misconception of the philosophy 
and purposes of the reformist 
tradition. 

The temper and philosophy 
of the Reform spirit took 
shape in colonial times and was 
first distilled into deathless 
phrase in the Declaration of 
Independence. It grew out of 
the twin movements of rejuve- 
nated Christianity and the po- 
litical ideas of the Enlighten- 
ment. Freedom, justice, and 
equality were its basic aims. 
The Christian view of the dig- 
nity of every individual and the 
Enlightenment ideal that man 
could govern himself were its 
deepest-lying motivations. 

American reformism has no 
synthetic ideology, no system of 
dialectics, and it does not fore- 
see an inevitable “ultimate” 
goal of, say, a classless state, 
Its purposes always are limited 
and specific and they are 


meant to improve and preserve 
the democracy which is already 
ours. In the 1820's reformers 
sought to widen the suffrage, 
in the 1860’s to free the slaves, 
after the Civil War to assure 
clean government, and since 
1900 to save democracy from 
the threats posed by industrial 
and urban society: 
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QUALLY important are the 
k conservative aspects of the 
reform spirit. Among these 
has been and still is the preser- 
vation of the capitalist ecoe 
nomic system. 

The reason for this conservae 
tive spirit is clear, as the author 
shows. Immigrants from abroad 
were attracted to these shores 
precisely because’ capitalism 
“worked” in this country; it 
gave them what was lacking in 
Europe — opportunity. The 
American liberal, from Jack- 
son's time to our own, has been 
concerned with keeping that at- 
mosphere of opportunity. Hence 
the destruction of the United 
States Bank in the 1830's and 
the creation of the TVA in the 
1930's.

THE NEGLECTED BOOKS 


Survey of Six That Have Distinction But Didn't Sell 


By RUFUS TERRAL 


EAR READERS: The experi- 
[) mex on which I am now 
about to report was con- 
cocted for the purpose of show- 
ing you up. Several publishers, 
carefully selected, would be 
asked what books they had pub- 
lished in the past year or so 
which had reached a_  disap- 
pointingly and underservedly 
small audience. Their answers, 
I expected, would enable me 
to demonstrate that you had by- 
passed some current classics in 
your mad pursuit of best- 
sellers. 
Six books, none of which 
sold more than 5000 copies, 
have been sent to me by five 
publishing houses as their nom- 
inations for Least-Selling Best 
Books. After reading them, I 
am inclined to throw myself on 
the reader's mercy. Whatever 
_ May be said of “best sellers,” 
the Least-Selling Best Books 
simply do not bear out my 
thesis. I cannot afford to back 
you up, D. R., in your reading 
of such trash as “The Black 
Rose” or “Dinner at  An- 
toine’s.” But except for a 
couple of the Least-Selling Best 
Books I do not find that the 
publishers are suggesting any 
substantially better emplovment 
for the time you have wasted. 
First of all let me review 
once over lightly, the least- 
sellers I can’t revret your hav- 
ing passed by. One of them is 
a work of considerable distinc- 
tion, “The Collected Stories of 
Walter de la Mare” ‘Knopf). De 
la Mare is a poet whose poems 
are to me sheer enchantment. 
but with few exceptions I find 
his short stories (24 in this 
book) colossal bores. They are 
not stories but moods, the 
editor of this collection (Ed- 
ward Wagenknecht of Bostun 
University) tells us, and when I 
am told that I am going to be 
told a story I am in no mood 
for being told a mood. A few 
of these pieces, like “The Tree.” 
are satisfactory short stories. At 
the esoteric extreme “The Con- 
noisseur” is a long and tedious 
performance, and anyone who 
professes to understand is fool- 
ing somebody—probably him- 
self. In-between are such un- 
universal and torturecc'vy neu- 
rotic stories as “The Wharf.” 
* * * 


NLY second to the de la 
Mare collections in distinc- 


tion is “The. Corner ‘that 
Held Them,” by Sylvia Town- 
send Warner (Viking). I do not 
forget that the book editor of 
this paper has given the accolade 
to this latest novel by the author 
of “Lolly Willowes” and “Mr. 
Fortune’s Maggot.” Painfully 
aware that it may render the 
gentleman fit for burning, I can 
only report that this account 
of a nunnery during and after 
the Black Plague of the four- 
teenth century is to me a dull 
though talented narrative. 

Mrs. Warner has established 
her citizenship in the period 
with a perfectly amazing au- 
thenticity and completeness; but 
having done so, what in tucket 
is she up to? She takes her 
text from Solomon: “For neither 
did the corner that held them 
keep them from fear.” 

If it is Mrs. Warner's pur- 
pose to prove that her nunnery 
was no impregnable redoubt, 
she has done it in every 10 
pages of her 362. But in keep- 
ing the focus upon “the cor- 
ner” rather than upon “them,” 
she continuously frustrates the 
reader's desire to know more 
about characters that excite the 
reader's curiosity. At the same 
time she gives him much more 
about characters in whom he 
has long since lost all interest. 
Her habit of killing off sym- 
pathetic characters between 
commas, or in_ parenthetical 
clauses, is also an occasion for 
some coolness between herself 
and the reader. 

Two of the Least-Selling Best 
Books seem to me to fall into 
a middleground. They are 
somewhat less distinguished, 
somewhat easier reading. One 
is a work of fiction, “The Far 
Cry,” by Emma Smith (Random 
House); one of non-fiction, “Yan- 
kee Science in the Making,” by 
Dirk J. Struik, professor of 
mathematics in the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology (Little, Brown). Miss 
Smith is a 26-year-old English- 
woman who had hitherto writ- 
ten one novel and some short 
stories, winning the Rockefel- 
ler Atlantic Award and the John 
Llewellyn Rhys Memorial 
Prize. 
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ESPITE flashes of a bril- 
J) taney sardonic wit. “The 

Far Cry” is the work of a 
girl who has lived precious lit- 
tle and is reduced to using that 
little to its uttermost detail. Her 
account of a foolish father and 
a sojourn in India is bright in 
spots, but on the whole it is as 
dull as ditchwater. Mr. Struik’s 
book could be most satisfying 
to anyone who began it with a 
driving interest in the subject, 
but it is not designed to excite 
interest in the reader's bosom 
along the way. There are some 
inherently fascinating stories in 
it: How Eli Whitney's discovery 
of a way to make interchange- 
able parts (for firearms) revolu- 
tionized America even more 
than his cotton gin, leading to 
the mass manufacture of such 
well-known and disparate items 
as the Colt revolver and the 
Seth Thomas clock. The story 
of Seth Thomas himself, a hired 
hand of the Connecticut peddler 
who first made the clocks, is an 
exciting one. Mr. Struik writes 
in a scholarly vein, without fas- 
cination or excitement, though 
what he says yields up its mean- 
fing readily. For hard reading, 
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him,

S for the next two books: I 

should like to say, with a 

fine display of virtue, that 
you should read them. Actually 
it will not matter much if you 
don't. In the odd context of 
our times, these books may he 
better than the best-seller run, 
and I think they are; but let's 
hope that all times will not be 
so trivial or so troubled, or at 
any rate not both at once. “The 
Man Who Carved Women From 
Wood,” by Max White, is a 
novel of haunting quality, in 
which realism and fantasy are 
mixed. John Fischer, of Harper 
& Bros., tells me the publishers 
never expected more than 15,- 
000 or 20,000 sales, but they 
were fairly certain there were 
thet many readers in the United 
States whose special tastes 
would lead them to this book. 
It being Mr. White's fifth novel 
and the novel itself being of 
superior quality, that secms a 
modest aim but it hasnt been 
realized. 

Actually the only one of the 
Least-Selling Best Books I 
should press upon a friend is 
the best. “An Essay for Our 
Times” by H. Stuart Hughes 
(Knopf) deals with the dilemma 
of our day and age, save the 
mark, through the medium of its 
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arts and sciences. Mr. Hughes, 
a grandson of the late Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes, 
is an assistant professor of his- 
tory at Harvard. His essay 
makes a critical analysis and 
synthesis of Freud and Toynbee, 
Sartre and Kafka, Spengler and 
Henry Adams, and_. others, 
through which he comes to a 
conclusion more literary than 
substantive. 

We must not, he says, take 
despair today; for however bad 
it may be, tomorrow is sure to 
be worse, and the only sensible 
course is to retreat to the pres- 
ent. Robert Herrick said it in 
a more lyrical vein, but Mr. 
Hughes says it in a more 
learned one, and with heavier 
documentation. For anyone who 
wants to try to grope his way 
out of the present necessity for 
groping, Mr. Hughes is a 
knowledgeable and personable 
companion to be baffled along- 
side of.

Nall these  Least-Selling 
[ bes Books there are, it 

seems to me, certain common 
failings. which discourage a 
wider audience. They are fail- 
ings in the basic arts of writing 
and editing. The writing falls 
into a monotone. There is 
no change of pace, such as 
could be managed by simple 
chicanery. There is, more fun- 
damental still, a want ‘except in 
Mr. Hughes) of that high com- 
pulsive zest in the writer which 
sweeps the reader along with 
oftentimes in directions 
which he had not had the re- 
motest notion of taking. 

There is an absence of the 
element of surprise within the 
sentence or the paragraph or 
the whole design—the unfore- 
seen turn of phrase, the unex- 
pected tack of thought. There 
is a humor of erudition in Mr. 
Hughes, a humor of attitude in 
Mr. White, a humor of psycho- 
logical insight in Miss Smith. 
but there is not enough humor 
in any of them, and in the oth- 
ers humorlessness is carried al- 
most to a passion. A chuckle 
here, a grin there, and a few 
grimaces sprinkled in-between. 
would give all these books more 
in common with human beings. 
In the vear ahead of us I can 
only hope for vou, Dear Reader, 
that al] the good books will be 
readable, and all the readable 
books will be good.

HOUGH it may have been 

T intended by its author—a 

professor of philosophy at 

Vassar — for a_ supplemental 

textbook, this volume _ should 

appeal to lay readers as a use- 
ful guide to contemporary 
esthetic theory. Without de- 
scending to popularization it 
offers a breezy, Bolithoesque 
stvle that makes the theories 
of Clive Bell, Ducasse, Hanslick 
and other critics less formi- 
dable, yet adequately covers 
modern art. letters and music. 

T. S. Eliot’s “Prufrock” is 
the far-from-etherized patient 
dissected on the -poetry table. 
Good judgment shown by 
choice of this favorite among 
general readers, for analysis in 
the literary section, is also ex- 
ercised in treatment of other 
fields admittedly less familiar 
to this reviewer. 

Many writers on. esthetics 
lose their audience by insulat- 
ing it with ear stoppers made 
from fragments of their ivory 
towers. Prof. Weitz, without 
decreasing his academic stat- 
ure, has taken pains to write 
with simple clarity for those 
barely initiated and still fur- 
nish an interesting review 
course for the well informed. 
It is a pleasure to be able to 
recommend his effort without 
qualification. Certainly the 
price (four devaluated dollars) 
is not unreasonable; but since 
it will seem formidable to the 
bourgeois budget, already down 
to the bone, one hopes that 
New American Library or some 
other reprint house will soon 
offer this worthy treatise to the 
impecunious in a less expensive 
form.

Called Pagan 


THE GENTLEMAN AND THE JEW. by

MORE fitting title for 
A Maurice Samuel's latest 

book on the Jewish question 
would be, “The Gentleman or 
the Jew.” Within these terms 
of opposition lies his thesis. 
With a bit of Dictionary John- 
son's irony, though more seri- 
ous, Mr. Samuel describes the 
gentleman as “immoral.” (John- 
son had defined him as “homo 
gentilis, a man of ancestry. All 
other derivations seem to be 
whimsical.”) “The gentleman,” 
Mr. Samuel writes, “is the 
noblest ideal possible in a so- 
ciety that immorally accepts 
competition and rivalry as the 
basis of life.” Honor, the su- 
preme virtue of a gentleman, 
necessitates the existence of an 
enemy. Honor therefore im- 
plies combat; the gentleman be- 
comes a killer.. Can the killer 
be a Jew who, to the author, 
is equivalent to the Christ man? 


Arguing that the whole ideal 
of the gentleman is pagan, this 
disciple of the prophets explains 
the Greek origins of the con- 
cept and its Renaissance coun- 
terparts, such questionable men 
of virtue as Machiavelli and 
Castiglione. Later Tennyson, 
Kipling, and the movies devel- 
oped equally noble gentlemen, 
and Shakespeare, during Eliza- 
bethan times, in his “Henry V” 
showed without loss of refine- 
ment that the true gentleman is 
a killer indeed. Shakespeare's 
English man of honor is more 
than chauvinist; as Mr. Samuel 
clearly shows (and this point 
needed emphasis), his national- 
ism is immoral, a caricature of 
the essential Christian to whom 
love and pity, not poWer and 
honor, were the dual virtues. 
When Shakespeare immortalizes 
Henry in the famous lines 
e « » if it be a sin to covet 

honor, 
I am the most offending soul 
alive ... 
he is writing poetry that is, to 
Mr. Samuel, as beautiful as its 
meaning is destructive. 
; * * . 


HE “gentleman” 
civilization, Mr. 


thinks, therefore, 
hate, war, a constant, irration- 
al struggle for power. Such an 
ideal, he believes, is non-Jewish, 
and essentially non-Christian. 
The Jewish ideal, he believes, 
is moral; it derives not from a 
pagan spirit, not from the rules 
of cricket nor from a code of 
living that includes the admoni- 
tion on a Sunday that one turn 
the other cheek and on a Mon- 
Way that one cut the competi- 
tor’s throat (almost literally), 
Judaism, he _ writes, is a 
“method and a destiny as well 
as a revelation.” In that unity 
lies its uniqueness. Its history 
is its religion and thus in the 
highest sense it makes for a 
theocracy where the nation it- 
self is the moral and religious 
instrument, an instrument not 
ruled by arrogant priests but by 
“Jewishness,” by a moral law. 
From his premises, therefore, 
Mr. Samuel can say, “I became 
convinced that the phrase 
is a con- 
tradiction in terms, that one 
can be a Christian or a gentle- 
man, but not both. Finally, as I 
became aware of the historical 
substance of the contradiction. I 
came to the conclusion that this 
is the center of the moral 
pathology of the western 
world.”

Henry James's Novels Indicate That He Too Believed That Truth Must Be Tested by Its Consequences

ERE* Henry James and 

William James both prag- 

matists? The pragmatic 
principle—that truth is a proc- 
ess, not an absolute, that it 
must be tested by its practical 
consequences—is not often as- 
sociated with the great prag- 
matists brother. Critics who 
admire Henry James are usu- 
ally those who view modern 
relativism with horror.. Be- 
cause of James's uncompromis- 
ing artistic integrity, he has 
seemed a spokesman for perma- 
nence in a world of dying cul- 
ture. 

That James was an artist pri- 
marily does not mean that he 
was ae thinker secondarily. 
Look at “The Awkward Age” 
(1899), now attractively repub- 
lished by Pantheon Books: it is 
intricately wrought. . Its tight, 
dramatistic construction, the 
elegance and subtlety of the 
conversations which compose it, 
leave one awestruck before such 
virtuosity. But to say only that, 
is to ignore James's integration 
of form and content. We can- 
not honestly praise the one and 
ignore the other. 

The plot is artificial enough 
to trap the unwary into doing 
just that, and its portrayal of 
the decaying manners and mor- 
als of London society in the 
‘90s, would seem to be a plea 
for absolutes. Read the book 
attentively, and something else 
emerges.

RS. EDWARD BROOKEN- 
Miran presides over an in- 
telligent, cultivated, but 
rather “fast” set. Her daughter 
Nanda is now old enough te be

HE development of Amer- 

T ica steam locomotives in 

the first 50 years of the 
century is documented with 
data and pictures in this lavish, 
expensive book, which is a con-

1200. 

The manner of presentation 
{is virtually the same for each 
of the more than 100 locomo- 
tives considered. It starts with 
the year the particular engine 
was built, with information 
about what it was supposed to 
do and how it performed. Then, 
in chart form, comes this data: 
builder, cylinders, weight of 
engine, steam pressure, fuel in 
tons, water capacity, diameter 
of drivers, tractive effort, and 
railroad class. The engine’s 
picture usually’ rates a full 
page, except for the space 
given to a draftsman’s sketch 
with pertinent figures. 

Since the steam engine is on 
its way out, the book would 
seem to be indicated most for 
libraries and for the serious 
students of transportation.

N the late nineties, when the 

cowboy era of the old fron- 

tier was nearing its end, 
there appeared on the scene a 
ballad hunter and ballad singer, 
John Lomax, by name, to pre- 
serve to us for all time the 
folk poetry and folk songs of 
the cattle kingdom. 

Year after year, he turned 
up at chuck wagon and round- 
up and corralled the songs of 
the cowboy at his work. An 
old Negro trail cook sang softly 
to him the words of “Home on 
the Range” and a great ballad 
was preserved for our people. 


Soothing the cattle on night 
guard, or riding lonely ranges, 
the cowboy sang, as lone men 
always sing, and John Lomax 
listened. He captured America 
singing on the hoof. 

When “Cowboy Songs and 
Other Frontier Ballads” ap- 
peared in 1910, its appeal was 
universal and Lomax followed 
it with “Songs of the Cattle 
Trail and Cow Camp” — this 
time recording not the tradi- 
tional songs, but the conscious 
efforts of the poets of the 
West. No doubt much of this 
poetry is mediocre, but through ' 
it runs the spirit of the cattle 
country, regardless of its quale 
ity. 

Long out of print, this edf- 
tion containing 78 contempo- 
rary drawings by _ Frederie 
Remington, Ross Santee and 
other artists of the ‘West, is a 
welcome one.

HIS last-mentioned group,

A _ good 
many of them have observed 
the birds, the bees and the 
flowers with almost a scien- 
tist’s objectivity.

M English teacher and 
drama critic, has all these 
things in his new anthology 
plus the expected ‘great 
names” such as Burroyghs and 
Muir. Also he has supplied a 
longish introductory essay on 
the origins of nature writing. 
The ancients tried their hands 
at it; some with notable suc- 
cess. But in common with 
most of their successors down 
almost. to the eighteenth cen- 
tury, they were less interested 
in biological facts than in find- 
ing illustrations to point a 
moral, That is why so many 
weird things got into the 
bestiaries. Nobody had ever 
seen them, but these dragons 
and what-nots were mighty usee 
ful in pepping up a homily. 
Most modern nature writing, 
according to Mr. Krutch, re- 
flects more or less definitely 
a sense of man’s identity, ‘‘mae 
terial as well as spiritual, with 
the fellow creatures it studies 
and describes. It implies, if it 
does not state, a kind of pane 
theism in which the symbol of 
all living things is not an elue 
sive spirit, but a definable mae 
terial thing. Yet this definable 
material thing is also a symbol, 
and hence does not necessarily 
imply a thoroughgoing materie 
alistic philosophy. It implies 
merely that life itself rather 
than something still more mys- 
terious called the ‘cause of 
life’ is the bond between fel- 
low creatures.”

T writing always will merge 
into science and philosophy 
because, in contemplating na- 
ture, man contemplates life. He 
is facing the question of ques- 
tions. At the other end of the 
scale is the guff, some of which 
is to be found even in this book, 
It stares a sharp mind. It is al- 
most escape literature. Since 
Virgil’s day and earlier, some 
writers have been heartening 
the man who was doing the 
world’s work—usually in a city 
—with the visién of a bucolie 
retirement. Always there has 
been in some people this vague 
desire to find rest on the land, 
For some such, a writer has 
only to bring up the theme to 
start them dreaming. Maybe 
that is why they do not even 
notice how bad the writing is. 
They do not really read it. 
They use it only to start their 
own thoughts flowing. 

Between these two extremes, 
for writers at least, there is a 
compelling desire to express 
nature’s beauty, sweet or bit- 
ter, without especially trying 
to give it deeper meaning. 
This compulsion has produced 
some of the very best nature 
writing, some of the tightest 
and the most moving. It makes 
up for all the cliches and all 
the triteness, and all the guff.

HE portentous problem of 


race is, scientifically, the 

concern of physical anthro- 
pology. For it is this science 
that deals with the structural 
and physiological variations 
that occur among human be- 
ings.

Physical anthropologists have 
in the past studied bone struc- 
ture almost to the exclusion of 
everything else. This practice is 
due partly to the ease with 
Which bones can be handled, 
and partly to what Dr. Boyd 
calls a “pious hope” that any- 
thing so durable must have real 
meaning. But bones are not 
material evidence for the study 
of race on several counts. 


In the first place there is 
considerable racial overlap in 
bone structure. An assemblage 
of authentic Indian skulls, for 
example, included a number 
that looked “white” or ‘“ne- 
groid.” Second, anthropologists 
have never really agreed on how 
to make a meaningful picture 
out of the numerous measure- 
ments that can be taken from 
a structure like the skull. Third, 
and perhaps. most important, 
bone structure is easily altered 
by nutritional and other en- 
vironmental influences,

OW can the study of race 

be put on a sounder basis? 

The remedy Dr. Boyd pro- 
poses is the only one that is ac- 
ceptable in the light of modern 
biological kn«'vledge. Physical 
anthropologists must shift their 
attention to physical character- 
istics that are clearly definable, 
are not uncommon, are not al- 
tered by environmental influ- 
ences, and are known to be in- 
herited by a mechanism that is 
genetically understood. 


The number of characteris- 
tics that meet all these require- 
ments is now very small. For 
practical purposes the only fac- 
tors which are useful at the 
present time are the slight 
chemical differences that make 
the blood of some individuals 
incompatible with that of oth- 
ers. This fact explains why this 
book on human races should be 
written by a biochemist. Dr. 
Boyd is professor of immuno- 
chemistry at the Boston Univer- 
sity Medical School. 

The study of blood group dis- 
tribution has already led to a 
new classification that on the 
whole agrees with the older 
classification based on outward 
features. Actually the signifi- 
cant achievement of the genetic 
approach is not any upset in 
classification, but rather the 
revelation that the same genes, 
or determiners of inherited 
characteristics, are found in all 
races. Only the proportions are 
different. 


Blood group: B, for example, 
otcurs in 2.2 per cent of native 
Hawaiians, 11.9 per cent of 
Alaskan Eskimos, and 31 per 
cent of Egyptians. Moreover, 
Dr. Boyd estimates that of the 
6000 or more genes that under- 
lie the make-up of a human 
individual, as few as six may 


be responsible for the striking 

but superficial differences be- 

tween a Dane and a Bantu. The 

rest are the same. Obviously the 

‘purveyors of racial bigotry will 

find little comfort in this book. 
x * * 


T IS precisely because “Genct- 
J i: and the Races of Man” 

pulls the pseudo - scientific 
props out from under widely 
accepted views of racial superi- 
ority and inferiority that its 
publication is of general inter- 
est. For this reason the publish- 
ers have made it generally 
available in a trade edition. It 
would be a pleasure to be able 
to say that the book is likely 
to have a wide appeal to lav 
readers with an honest interest 
in the race problem. 

But the necessarily technical 
nature of large sections of the 
work will make rough going for 
those without biological train- 
ing. This is especially unfortu- 
nate because Dr. Boyd writes in 
an attractive style, and is adept 
at clarifying pOdints with con- 
crete, homely examples. 

A note at the opening of the 
book states that the idea of 
putting out a “simplified edi- 
tion for the general reader” 
was rejected on the grounds 
that the reader would prefer to 
have the book “in the same 
form in which it will be used 
by the specialists themselves.” 
It seems to me that on the 
contrary the urgent message 
the work contains should not 
be hedged around with forbid- 
ding equations and symbols. By 
all means let Dr. Boyd soon 
prepare a general edition that 
can be read by every believer 
in the brotherhood of man— 
and bv the unbelievers too. 

Nevertheless, the book is to 
be strongly recommended to 
anvone who reallye wants to 
know what sound = scientific 
method has learned about race. 
Even if he has to skip half the 
book, the general reader will 
come away with a better under- 
standing than he could have 
had before of the likenesses 
that make all men brothers.

AN’S unending struggle with the relentless force of water de- 
mands constant ingenuity. The nation’s rivers, lakes and sea- 
coasts require more and more attention and control as the 

working places and homes of man along the shores grow in num- 
ber and value. This is the task of the Army‘’s Corps of Engineers. 
To meet the task, the corps has evolved a clever and useful water- 
ways experiment station at Vicksburg and Clinton, Mississippi. It 
is an invaluable tool. 

The station's outstanding feature, just now getting into service, 
is a giant scale model of the Mississippi River watershed. It is a 
faithful reproduction, scaled down from the vast continental spread 
to workable dimensions for scientific observation. Helena, Mon- 
tana, and Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, are actually about 1700 miles 
_— On the open-air model they are 4500 feet — Plains of 

yoming are about a mile above the sea. The model makes them 
50 feet higher than New Orleans, which is at sea level. The model 
covers about half a square mile at Clinton, but this represents a 
million and a quarter square miles, two-fifths of the nation, between 
the Rocky and Appalachian mountains, from Canada to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Grading of the site was done by members of Hitler's 
Afrika Korps as prisoners of war. 

Scales employed vary, but the effect of this is overcome by 
computations after the gauges are read. Water flow volume and 
velocity, horizontal and vertical measurements, and time have 
separate ratios. The model is counted on to be of great help in 
flood prevention and the converse, a sufficient flow of water in dry 
weather.

Before any stretch can be cleared for operation, painstaking 
checks must be made to “verify” it, that is, determine its ability to 
move water with the same characteristics of stage, volume and 
velocity as have occurred in reality at various times in the past. 

Action of a river is a complex product of volumes, velocities, 
stages and time, as water pours—or fails to pour—into a main stem 
from its tributaries. 

Use of the model will enable the engineers to simulate any 
given set of conditions and determine what may happen in the 
rivers as a result. Therefore, there are many questions the model 
can answer. 

If, for instance, a certain amount of rain in a certain area would 
swell the Missouri at a given point to such and such a stage, what 
flooding would occur? What use of upstream reservoirs would 

revent such a flood? In dry times, how should impounded water 
released to maintain necessary flow? What new or altered con- 
trol works might be desirable? How high should levees be built? 
These are typical questions the model is expected to help answer, 
as specific problems are presented by the various regional 
branches of the engineers. e engineers regard the possibilities 
of the model as broad, but do not intend to make it the sole guide; 
it amounts to a new tool to supplement existing engineering knowl- 
edge in the design of new work. 
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A given set of water conditions is set up when the model is 
put into operation on a particular problem. These may be the con- 
ditions that actually existed in a certain stretch of river, or group of 
rivers, in some recorded flood of the past. The device is made to 
re-enact the old disaster.

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MAKING A CHURCH BELL 


95-Year-Old St. Louis Foundry Uses Different Mold for Each Pitch 
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Thick iron core of mold in which 2300-pound bell will be cast is 

e wrapped with tarred jute packing, and over that is plastered an 
inch-thick layer of wet clay. A sweep board, its inside edge shaped to 
bell's inner contour, is swung around core from center spindle to form 
the clay. The jute chars out in casting so the cooling bell metal has 
room to shrink. Core stands on truck that will be pushed into oven to 
dry the clay. In damp weather, special care is necessary in drying. 


The cope, or outer portion of the mold, also is lined with clay. The 

cope stands inverted in hole dug in the foundry’s sand floor to give 
worker better access. Lining material is mixture of clay, sand and 
horse manure; the latter burns out, leaving microscopic vents for 
escaping gas, which pass through perforations in cope. 
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4 The cope, held by a hand-operated crane, is suspended over the 
e core preparatory to being lowered into place. The core is covered 

and the cope lined with clay, now smooth and hard. Bronze will be 

poured into cavity between the two surfaces.

HEN a church bell rings out in or near St. Louis, the 
chances are it is inscribed with the name ‘Stuck- 
stede.”’ Since 1855, a South St. Louis foundry estab- 

lished by the late John Gearhart Stuckstede has provided 
bells for most of the churches in this area. It also has 
shipped church bells to congregations in Madagascar, 
China, Japan, Australia, Hawaii and other distant points. 
There is hardly a country that does not have within its 
boundaries at least one church whose worshippers are 
summoned with a Stuckstede bell. 

In the old brick building at 2735 Lyon street that the 
St. Louis Bell Foundry has occupied since 1904, the unhur- 
ried process of casting bells is still carried on in much the 
same manner as it was 95 years ago. 

The church ordering a bell has only to specify the de- 
sired pitch. Forms that will produce a bell of the necessary 
size and weight are pulled from among the many stored 
about the foundry. ey are joined to make a mold, into 
which is poured a molten alloy of copper and tin in mea- 
sured proportions. The two soft, nonringing metals com- 
bine into a resounding bronze, the bell’s pitch being pre- 
determined by the size of the mold. 

The bell shown here in the making was one of three 
cast for a monastery of the Cistercian Order at Spencer, 
Massachusetts. Into the furnace to make the three new 
bells went metal from two other bells, recently damaged 
by fire, that the Stuckstede foundry had cast for the order 
in 1928. Ingots of copper and tin were added to make 
enough bronze for a set tuned to C above middle C, G-sharp 
and D below middle C—a combination weighing, respec- 
tively, 460, 875 and 2300 pounds.

SUNFLOWER SEED 
SPROUTS IN LUNG 


After Ifs Discovery and Removal, Child Recovers

Patricia Fredelake, who got a seed of the Kansas State 
flower into her right lung. Because the obstruc- 
tion she could breathe only with the left lung by the 
time she was taken to the medical center. 


Sunflower seed after removal from the right bronchial 
tube of Patricia's lung, showing three of the root 
sprouts. One extends clearly downward at right, 
another is slightly to left of the center, and the third 
is at upper left, slightly bent. Picture shows seed great- 
ly magnified; actual size when taken from the lung 
was about three-fourths of an inch long, three-eighths 
of an inch wide.

Roots were threadlike white tendrils. The seed leaf, 
or cotyledon, had not yet sprouted. 


SUNFLOWER seed lodged in the lung of 2-year-old 
Patricia Fredelake of erle, Kansas, and began to 
grow. It was discovered, after recurrent pulmonary 

illnesses, two months later. Removed with a bronchoscope 
at the University of Kansas Medical Center in Kansas City, 
Kansas, it had four or five root sprouts, some as much as 
a half inch a Patricia seemed completely recovered 
after the removal. 

The child had a severe choking spell on last Septem- 
ber 25 after she and a sister had found some sunflower 
seeds in their home, but her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Joe 
Fredelake, suspected nothing unusual. About a week later 
she had an attack of pneumonia, recovered, and continued 
to wheeze and have difficulty breathing for several weeks. 
She was taken to the medical center where an X-ray indi- 
cated to Dr. Sam Roberts that a foreign body was present 
in the lungs, and his finding was confirmed by a diagnos- 
tic bronchoscopy. The removal disclosed the obstruction 
was the sunflower seed, and that it had sprouted.

HOLLYWOOD. 

A COWBOY LEGEND he heard over a 

campfire, and a bearded stranger he 

met in a music store, changed Stan 

Jones from a $3,605-a-year forest ranger 
to one of Hollywod’s top composers. 

One night in 1948 Jones, on patrol in 
Death Valley, Cal., wrote the song that 
made him wealthy and famous. Jones, 
who had been trying to write songs all 
his life, remembered an old campfire 
ghost story. He had heard it as a boy 
near Douglas, Ariz. 

After lighting his campfire for the 
night, he got out his guitar and a 5¢ 
notebook and jotted down the words and 
tune of a ballad he decided to call 
“Ghost Riders in the Sky.” 

Writing it was one thing. But selling 
it was harder. Remembering that a 
movie party on location in Death Valley 
had once liked some of his songs, he got 
leave of absence from the Forest Service 
and drove west to Hollywood. 


The Bearded Stranger Helped 


But Hollywood wasn’t interested. After 
recording his song (at his own expense) 
he hawked it around to producers of 
westerns. There were no takers. 

He was about to leave town when he 
went into a record shop to play it once 
more. A slight man with a beard heard 
it, liked it. Jones said, “Take it,” and 
left town. 

Months later, he was back. The little 
man was eden ahbez, Nature Boy, then 
at the height of his own songwriting 
fame. The man who spells his name 
without capital letters had shown Jones’ 
song to ballad-singer Burl Ives. 

And so it clicked to the tune of $100,- 
000 royalties. Jones was assigned by pro- 
ducer John Ford to write songs for his 
western movie, “Wagonmaster.” 

Giving up his job, Jones sent for his 
family, but kept to his $3,605 budget. 
“I give myself four more years here,” 
he says. “Then back to the woods.”

Herman, who has played hundreds of college 
dance dates, spoke from experience. So did Bill Gail, 
a top mid-west bandleader, who echoes Woody’s 
sentiments. “They’re really stunning!” says Gail. 

With a few notable exceptions, it is probably the 
claim of every co-educational college alumnus that 
his school harbors the prettiest girls in the nation, 
and MSC men are no exception. They are as proud 
of their campus beauties as they are of their foot- 
ball team, which this season beat Notre Dame. 

Even over in Ann Arbor, University of Michigan 
men—who long have regarded agricultural Michi- 
gan State as a “cow college”—reluctantly agree with 
Herman’s point of view.

NEW DEVELOPMENT in medicine prom- 
A ises to help your doctor save your 
life, or keep you from becoming an 


invalid, should something go wrong in’ 


your blood. 

And that “something’’—thrombotic dis- 
ease—has been a growing problem. 

A thrombus is a blood clot—a kind of 
floating rust that may form anywhere in 
the. blood stream. Every year 200,000 
Americans die of coronary thrombosis, 
when the clot lodges in a coronary artery 
and chokes off blood supply to the heart. 
Lung clots kill 35,000 more a year; brain 
clots take another 40,000. The “‘milk leg” 


of pregnancy is a clot condition which, 


even if overcome, may return years later 
and lead to dangerous complications. 

Clots cause about 5% of all deaths 
after surgery. They may form after any 
injury. When they don’t kill, they can 
cause invalidism, even paralysis. 


THIS is how a thrombosis, or blood clot (in red, 
above) lodges in arteries, cuts the circulation. 


Now, the new development promises 
not only to check this toll once clots form, 
but even help prevent formation in the 
first place! It’s no drug; instead, it’s a 
simple, long-needed test. 

Actually, a great potential advance 
against clot conditions occurred a dozen 
years ago. Two drugs, heparin and Di- 
cumarol, were found to combat the 
tendency of the blood to clot. 

And in the great hospitals and clinics, 
under ideal conditions, medical experts

have used them to cut coronary throm- 
bosis fatalities in half, reduce death from 
blood clots after surgery and childbirth 
virtually to zero. 

But a great obstacle has checkmated 
widespread use: the drugs must be given 
with extreme care! Too little does no 
good; too much may produce hemor- 
rhage. And, to complicate the problem, 
their action varies from individual to in- 
dividual and even in the same person 
from day to day. 


Old Method Was Limited 


OR SAFETY, tests must be made to see 

what’s going on in the blood. For 
heparin, three to four injections daily are 
needed. These must be given by specially- 
trained personnel, cost from $30 to $50 a 
day. 

Dicumarol, much lower in price, has 
the advantage that it can be taken orally. 
But this requires another kind of complex 
test—one for “prothrombin time” which 
shows what tendency the blood has to 
clot or to hemorrhage. Needed daily or 
almost daily, this test—which uses a mix- 
ture of tissue materials called thrombo- 
plastin—costs up to $10. But, to make the 
test, technicians have had to go through 
eight time-consuming steps. 

Fewer than half the nation’s hospitals 
have had facilities and personnel for 
making these tests. And so thousands of 
patients have had to be denied anti- 
coagulant therapy. | 

Moreover, even in hospitals where tests 
can be made, there has been an uncom- 
fortably large margin for error. | 

Today, however, a new thromboplastin 
preparation, aptly named Simplastin, 
Simplifies the whole test procedure. In- 
Stead of eight complex steps, it needs 
only the addition of water. Instead of 45 
minutes, the test now takes 15 minutes. 

Tests with Simplastin can be made at 
a cost of about $2 and doctors, nurses or 
assistants can be trained to make them. 
There is little possibility of error. The new 
preparation was developed from sugges- 
tions made by Dr. Shepard Shapiro of 
New York University.

triumph. But more important to you is 
the new kind of care it makes possible.

But 
in a recent accident, she suffered a leg in- 
jury. Result: a recurrence of the leg clot. 
Soon thereafter occurred the dreaded 
complication: a clot in the lung.

complication would have developed.

‘“‘We’re all in our places 
With sunshiny faces...” 

For the face of Andrei Vishinsky, gen- 
erally frowning as befits the most fore- 
boding public prosecutor in the world, 
had been strangely garlanded with smiles 
ever since he stepped off the Queen Eliza- 
beth on a brisk fall morning. 


What Did It Mean? 


Delegates couldn’t remember when Vish- 
insky had been so jovial. What’s more, 
the normally frigid Soviet delegation had 
thawed amazingly.
